MoW List of Contractors 


FOLLOWING AN INVESTIGATION by Mr. 
Harmar Nicholls, JP, MP, Parliamentary 
Secretary, the Ministry of Works is to 
revise its procedure for listing possible 
contractors for its constructional work. 
The object is to ensure that every build- 
ing and civil engineering contractor in the 
country has a fair chance of being con- 
sidered for Ministry contracts of which, 
at January 1 last, there were 1,489 in 
force, 871 of them for new works. 

A note and form of application will 
be sent out to 96,000 contractors (exclud- 
ing firms with fewer than 5 employees) 
next September. Lists will be compiled 
from this return on a regional basis. 
Firms will require to have certificated 
opinion as to their technical and financial 
ability to carry out projects within their 
range of operations.

Cost Study and Quantity Surveyors 


THE IMPACT OF COST STUDY on Quantity Surveying in 
recent years should lead us to consider in which direction 
is the profession eventually going to face—or whether 
indeed the intake into it is so full of cream that it is 
possible to consider facing two ways. 

Until about ten years ago, it can fairly be said that the 
quantity surveying profession had its face towards the 
contractor and the finished building. Whilst responsibility 
remained first to the client and his architect, the practical 
demonstration of technical skill by the quantity surveyor 
was directed towards and influenced by the contractor. 
The major emphasis within the profession was on contrac- 
tual documentation—the bill of quantities, the schedule 
of prices, the articles of agreement, the variations, the final 
account; in all of which the contractor was the opposite 
party. 

In 1941 the Ministry of Education sent up an innocent 
looking kite called ‘ Building Bulletin No. 4, Cost Study,’ 
which has achieved a far greater influence than its modest 
24 pages might have foreboded. It turned out to be not 
a kite but a rocket, which gaily sent out three luminous 
tails (whose initials ARP should perhaps have sounded ‘a 
familiar warning!) Cost Analysis, Cost Research, Cost 
Planning. The repercussions of these three tails on the 
quantity surveying profession has been striking, and it is 
no exaggeration to say that the emphasis for future action, 


at least with one influential section of the profession, has 
turned away from the contractor and faced squarely the 
client and his architect. It is the budget for the job that 
is now forcing the pace, and such is the energy of this 
advance that it seems to be firmly consolidating a strategic 
position without even the reinforcement of a scale of fees 
attached, a point indicative surely not only of fire-power 
but of faith.

article can be taken the subject matter of the lecture, 
‘ Budgeting for Contracts—Public Development,’ for here 
the parting of the ways is most apparent. The rdle claimed 
to be pertinent to the quantity surveyor, that of resolving 
housing densities and the percentages economic to a given 
site expressed in terms of habitable rooms per acre, hardly 
comes strictly within the scope of quantity surveying. 
The broader the quantity surveyor’s outlook in all matters 
appertaining to the building industry, of course, the better 
quantity surveyor he will be. But should this new line of 
country, important as it is, come within his ambit? If the 
individual quantity surveyor chooses to find his fulfilment 
in becoming a specialist statistical housing consultant, so 
be it. But why bedevil the quantity surveyor’s former 
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profession with this particular slant? 

The development of cost consultancy needs careful 
thought in relation to the evolution of quantity surveying. 
We have already mentioned a deficiency in the matter of a 
scale of fees; similarly with the formulation of educational 
policy there is little in the recently published RICS 
proposals for a future examination syllabus that would 
indicate the weight that seems to be exerting itself in this 
recent crescendo of the quantity surveying branch of the 
profession. Even if regarded as mainly a specialist activity, 
there is no mention of Cost Study in the list of diplomas 
suggested for ‘post graduate’ specialisation under the 
Building Technology classification, an omission that we 
might hope to see reconsidered. 


Clerks of Works’ Examinations 


THE INSTITUTE OF CLERKS OF WORKS has performed a 
useful service in issuing recommendations for technical 
college courses in preparation for the Part II Examination. 
The Institute is an old-established body which has pro- 
vided, for many years, through examination and member- 
ship, a widely accepted qualification for clerks of works. 
The final part of the examination sets out to test the 
practical competence needed for efficient supervision of 
building work, and it is in this field that the Institute 
has felt the lack of adequate provision for study. In 
certain specialised subjects, such as Site Surveying and 
Concrete Practice, students preparing for the Institute’s 
examination can find suitable classes at most of the larger 
technical colleges; it is doubtful, however, whether 
present numbers will anywhere justify the provision of 
the course recommended as giving full preparation for the 
examination. 

In this connection, one thinks, inevitably, of building 
foremanship studies, to the development of which so 
much attention has been paid over the last ten years. 
The Institute of Clerks of Works’ recommendations have 
much in common with current recommendations for fore- 
manship studies, and it is remarkable that the Institute’s 
publications make no reference either to the possibility 
of their candidates studying in foremanship courses or 
to the granting of any recognition to building foreman- 
ship qualifications such as the City and Guilds Certificate. 


This is an association of ideas that is unlikely to escape 
the notice of the technical colleges. It deserves equally 
the attention of the Clerks of Works’ Institute.

(at the Tate Gallery until September 18) 
is an event of international importance, 
writes Basil Marriott. One might have 
gone further, and prophesied a great 
popular success. For all that has been 
written, however, one important point 
seems overlooked, on which this short 
note had best concentrate. 

That frighteningly neurotic couple, the 
‘ordinary’ man and woman, for several 
decades made Pablo Picasso the cult- 
object of the almost comic love-hate com- 
plex towards art which seems a strictly 
modern disease. Although there has per- 
haps been a more than usual urge to like 


patience when things didn’t work out 
that way, this is largely (one suspects) 
through mere desire to be in the swim 
and reluctance to believe that if you 
didn’t like it you needn’t look at it. While 
the haters haven’t been looking, however, 
what Picasso stands for, and often 
initiated, has passed into the everyday 
currency not only of the fine arts but 
also those of commercial and industrial 
design. In this way, the public has 
become ‘subliminally’ inoculated to 
something which they may well be sur- 
prised—and even, in less hardened cases, 
pleased—to find beautiful when seen at 
source and at first hand. 

This might be expected from the 
deployment of a genius so facetted, dif- 
fused and of almost too facile an inven- 


years of pace-setting development, even 
the doubters should be grateful to the 
Arts Council for the opportunity, and 
should surely find something they like in, 
say, the Blue or the Rose period, before 
the -isms (and the imitations) set in. But 
the gratitude of a much greater majority 
can be assumed when confronted with 
such consistent power, occasional terror 
and frequent beauty in reflecting, in 
action as reflex as a camera, the half 
century through which we have lived.

when he was interviewed by BBC tele- 
vision in the programme ‘ Tonight’ last 
week. The only criticism he permitted 
himself was to say that he thought the 
facades of many of the new buildings 
were too plain and flat, which made it 
hard for the eye to evaluate the structure.

Nor was Dr Gropius to be 
drawn into expressing himself on compre- 
hensive development schemes projected 
for London and other cities, but it is fair 
to point out that at the time of his inter- 
view he had not been in this country very 
long; perhaps he will be more forth- 
coming when he has had the opportunity 
to study some of our new buildings and 
development schemes in greater detail. 


‘Make London Livable’ 


ENCOURAGED by receiving the good 
wishes of Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of 
Transport, the Make London Livable 
Group is to continue in being and hopes 
to arrange an exhibition in the autumn 
to rally public opinion to the causes it 
was created to promote. This was con- 
firmed at the Group’s second meeting, 
held in London on Monday with its presi- 
dent and founder, Lord Bossom, in the 
chair. 

Members of the Group heard of the 
progress being made in obtaining sup- 
port for its aims—the most immediate 
and definite of which is the arcading of 
shops and offices in congested London 
streets to provide more room on the 
roads—from their energetic chairman, 
Mr. Geoffrey Cooper. An _ interesting 
suggestion put forward by Lord Bossom, 
which the meeting approved in principle, 
was to reconstitute the Group as the 
Make London Livable Trust, which 
would provide substantial tax relief 
benefits from supporters who would agree 
to make their contributions under 7-year 
covenants. The Group has, no doubt, a 
few more hurdles to overcome before it 
is firmly established as a Trust, and can 
be certain of the necessary financial sup- 
port, but those who have seen Lord 
Bossom at work reconciling its initial pro- 
blems will have little doubt that it will 
come successfully through all its teething 
troubles.

THE CLIENT for this house at Stanton 


Hall, Longhorsley, gave the architects 
freedom to select a site from the many 
square miles of the Annett estate. It was 
not surprising to find that the most 
agreeable and sheltered area lay in the 
vicinity of the old manor house. 

Stanton Hall is a 14th century watch 
tower of a type common in the border 
country, to which a square classical 
banqueting hall was added in the 18th 
century. At this time the landscape was 
formed into terraces, and the lower level 
made into a herbaceous and kitchen 
garden surrounded by red brick walls with 
dressed stone gateways. Later the garden

East wall, towards Stanton Hall 


became derelict, the high walls 
collapsed, the gateways fell, leav- 
ing a beautiful level platform for 
the new house, strewn with hand- 
made bricks two hundred years 
old. These bricks were used on 
the east, west and north walls of 
the new house. To set off this 
colour and texture, the south 
facade is of white square-grooved 
vertical boarding which frames 
with precision the pattern of 
window opening. The formality 
of the design replaces that of the 
garden walls, and its proportions 
echo the banqueting hall.

Elephant and Castle Redevelopment 


Selected Scheme of Offices and Covered Shopping Centre 


A model of the successful scheme with its two main elements 


AT THEIR MEETING On July 19 the London 
County Council’s Town Planning Com- 
mittee reported on proposals for private 
development of the principal shopping 
site at the Elephant and Castle. The area 
covers a little over three acres between 
two roundabouts opposite the Metro- 
politan Tabernacle. Thirty-six proposals 
were submitted and from these the Coun- 
cil have accepted the scheme designed by 
Messrs. Boissevain and Osmond, A 
ARIBA, for the Willett Group of Com- 
panies. 

The Town Planning Committee con- 
sidered that this scheme was outstanding 
both from an architectural and planning 
viewpoint. It is basically an arcaded 
multi-level shopping centre surmounted 
in the centre by a 170 ft. office tower. It 
will contain the largest covered shopping 
centre in the world, it is claimed.

The shopping block is planned on 
three levels. The main feature is a great 
glass-roofed arcade rising through two 
floors and laid out with planting and 
fountains, sculpture, pavement cafés and 
seats for shoppers. The arcade is cruci- 
form in plan; the main arm, 60 ft. wide, 
runs the whole length of the site linking 
the two roundabouts, and the shorter 
arms give access to the “bus stops and 
the main-line railway station. The glass 
roof is designed to slide back in fine 
weather. The floor of the main arcade 
is 9 ft. above pavement level and under 
this is a lower arcade 7 ft. below pave- 
ment level, which connects the subway 
systems and gives on to a sunken pedes- 
trian concourse in front of the building. 

Pedestrians approaching from the ‘bus 
stops or other pavements need only travel 
half a flight up or down by easy ramps

Internally the three floors are connected 
by escalators and staircases. The shop 
areas are capable of flexible subdivision 
and the plans suggest large department 
stores in the front part of the building 
with small shops at the back. The offices 
have been included in a single building 
above the shopping block 

The overall scheme consists of two 
main elements, the horizontal shopping 
block and the vertical office block, result 
ing in a simple and architectural compo 
sition. Service access is by way of a 
ramp to a sub-basement road running the 
length of the building and giving access 
to four loading bays, from which service 
lifts serve all floors. 

Parking for 154 cars is in two base- 
ment levels. Illuminated advertisements 
are grouped at the corners of the shop- 
ping block facing the two roundabouts 
and the submitted drawings include a 
scheme by an advertising consultant. One 
panel facing the Draper-street scheme is 
not to be illuminated. The scheme con- 
tains 201,900 sq. ft. of shop space and 
87,900 sq. ft. of offices. The scheme, 
which is to be put out to tender during 
1961, will cost approximately £l4m. It 
is planned to complete construction 
within 3 years. 

An exhibition of all the designs sub- 
mitted has been arranged in the north 
block of County Hall. It is open to the 
public until July 29.

THE FIRST POINT of interest in the figures 
presented this quarter is provided by the 
behaviour of prices. After remaining 
constant throughout 1958 and 1959, the 
general index of the price of British 
manufactures on the home market has 
started to move upwards; building 
material prices have been edging upwards 
since last summer, and the second quarter 
found them up by another point; building 
wages have risen, after a year of stability, 
and seem to be back on the trend which 
they have been following since 1957. The 
effect of these changes on the building 
output price indices is a matter for con- 
jecture, but I have made the plausible 
assumption that they will have moved 
up by one or two points in the second 
quarter. The ‘all building’ index was, 
according to the Ministry of Works, back 
to 113 in the first quarter. 


Comparisons 


On the face of it, Mr. Venning’s chart 
(‘The Builder’ of May 27, 1960) tells a 
less satisfactory story, since it shows a 
rise of 2 per cent between mid-1959 and 
mid-60. The index most closely com- 
parable with the Venning figures is that 
for ‘new non-housing work,’ and this 
(in our table B) is shown as the same in 
the second quarters of 1959 and of 1960. 
But Mr. Venning’s building cost index was 
nearly constant from 1956 to 1959; com- 
paring mid-1956 with 1960, our index 
actually shows a larger rise. In fact, these 
figures are not closely comparable over 
short periods, and little attention should 
be paid to short-period differences. 

It is worth remembering, too, that the 
price of building work depends not only 
on the prices of materials and labour, and 
on productivity, but also on the additions 
made for overheads and profit. There is 
no way of tracing short-term changes in 
these items: my own guess is that over- 
heads may have been rising slowly—as a 
consequence of the increasing mechanisa- 
tion of the industry, and the increasing 
importance of the larger firms. I should 
be interested to hear from any readers of 
‘The Builder’ who may have evidence 
on this point. As for profits, the issue 
may be put crudely as follows: before 
the recent wage increase, were the fruits 
of higher productivity being passed to the 
buyer (in lower prices), or being paid out 
to the owners or shareholders of building 
firms, or being ploughed back in the form 
of better equipment? Is the wage increase 
being ‘ absorbed,’ i.e. paid at the expense 
of profits, or is it being passed on to the

Self-help Housing, Puerto Rico 


sir,—As a delegate to the recent World 
Congress on Housing and Planning, 
Puerto Rico, I read with considerable 
interest your report of proceedings on 
page 56 of * The Builder’ of July 8, but 
fee] that the great volume of excellent 
house-building that has been done in the 
past under the Self-help and Mutual Aid 
Schemes was done less than justice by 
the passing reference in the sixth para- 
graph. 

The achievements in Puerto Rico in 
this sphere are not surpassed by any other 
country, and recently the foundations 
were laid for the ten-thousandth house to 
be built under the aided self-help pro- 


gramme. A simple ceremony marked this 
historic event and plans are now being 
evolved to begin the construction of a 
further four thousand units in 1960-61. 
and five thousand units in the following 
year. 

It is true that this type of scheme may 
not be suitable for all countries, but for 
the backward ones of the world it is 
known to have been of great help in 
solving the vital social problems of hous- 
ing. Hundreds of delegates from the 
under-developed countries have been to 
Puerto Rico to study their methods. Pos- 
sibly in Puerto Rico the pace will slacken 
in due time, as your Special Correspond- 
ent envisages, but I think the past and 
present achievements should be given due 
recognition.

The dining room and kitchen are grouped 
with the communal rooms of the hostel at 
ground floor level in the north block. The 
lower ground floor contains the games room 
and laundry facilities, with a boiler room, 
stores and despatch department underneath 
the office wing. 


The structure is reinforced concrete frame- 
work clad with 11 in. cavity brick walls. The 
elevational treatment is a warm yellow brick 
with white painted double glazed windows, 
projecting cornices with painted soffits, cedar 
boarding, Kentish rag walls at entrances and 
copper roofing. 


The study bedrooms have maple block 
floors, fitted cupboards and table tops and are 
gaily decorated with modern curtains and 
divan covers. 


Lounges and dining rooms have sapele block 
floors and linoleum laid in squares ; cheerful 
colours have been used throughout. The archi- 
tects were also responsible for the selection 
of the furniture and fabrics within stipulated 
cost limits. The offices have plastic floor tiles, 
‘Stramit’ partitions and emulsion painted 
plaster walls. Central heating for the whole 
building is provided by an oil-fired boiler. 


The contract commenced in August, 1958, 
and was completed in March, 1960. The hostel 
was completed two months ahead of schedule 
and the offices six months inside the contract 
period. The cost was £193,000.

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News of the Week 


Opening of Milan Triennale 


A WELL - ILLUSTRATED brochure on 
‘ Britain’s New Schools’ has been pre- 
pared by the Ministry of Education to 
mark the opening last Saturday (July 16) 
of the 12th Milan Triennale, where the 
British exhibit is a typical three- 
class primary school, together with a dis- 
play in the main exhibition building 
telling the story of this country’s post- 
war school building programme. In view 
of the international nature of the 
Triennale, it is surprising to find that 
the main brochure is entirely in English, 
although it is true that an explanatory 
insert is printed partly in Italian. It 
might be thought that at least the cap- 
tions to the excellent illustrations in the 
main brochure could have been in 
Italian (and why not French and German 
also?) as well as in English, as is the 
custom with Continental literature 
intended for international circulation. 

Britain was represented at the open- 
ing ceremony by Sir David Eccles, 
Minister of Education, and by members 
and officers of the Nottinghamshire local 
education authority—whose architect 
(Mr. W. D. Lacey, ARIBA, AMTPI) 
designed the exhibition school. The 
exhibition has been designed by Mr. 
James Gardner, OBE, RDI. The Italian 
authorities are including in their exhibi- 
tion a section devoted to British schools 
illustrated by photographs of new schools 
and examples of furniture and equipment 
used in British schools today. 

The school was built in less than nine 
weeks, and was completed ahead of 
schedule on July 4 by City Display Pro- 
ductions, Ltd., in association with the 
Italian firm of IPI, Ltd., with materials 
and components manufactured in Britain 
and transported to Milan. The school is 
built in the CLASP prefabricated system 
of construction, which consists of stan- 
dard components manufactured on a 
programme basis in order to obtain the 
economic advantages of industrial quan- 
tity production. 


Planning Consultant for Brighton 


AT THE SUGGESTION of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission Brighton's planning commit- 
tee are to ask the Town Council to 
authorise the engagement of an eminent 
architect as planning and architectural 
consultant to help in the selection of a 
suitable scheme for the ll4-acre site 
fronting West-street and King’s-road. The 
commission have said that the council 
should formulate a _ positive planning 
policy for the whole central area of 
Brighton before a final decision on 
development is taken. 


Car Parking Convention 


‘THE PROBLEM OF CAR PARKING’ is the 
theme of a one-day convention to be held 
at Caxton Hall, Westminster, SW1, on 
October 6. The Institution of Municipal 
Engineers, who are organising the con- 
vention, have already received a large 
number of applications from local 
authority delegations. Papers to be sub- 
mitted for discussion will include 


‘Traffic and the Parking Problem,’ by 
Mr. J. L. Beckett, Leicester City Sur- 
veyor; ‘Control of Street Parking,’ by 
Mr. A. W. Hogg, Westminster City Engi- 
neer; ‘ Roof-Top Parking and Mechanical 
Parking,’ by Mr. Granville Berry, 
Coventry City Engineer and Surveyor; 
and a joint paper on ‘ Parking Problems 
at Sea-Side Towns,’ by Mr. D. J. Howe, 
Brighton, and Mr. E. O. Baxter, Hastings. 
The proceedings will be officially opened 
by Mr. John Hay, MP, Joint Parliamen- 
tary Secretary, Ministry of Transport. 
Application forms, obtainable from the 
Secretary of the Institution, should be 
returned to him not later than August 1. 


Golders Green Planning Appeal 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has dismissed an 
appeal against refusal of planning per- 
mission to build offices and flats with 
garages on the site of Golders Green 
Hippodrome and 5 and 7 North End-road, 
London, NW11. The appeal was by Match 
and Co. Ltd. against refusal by Hendon 
Borough Council, acting on behalf of 
Middlesex County Council. A public in- 
quiry was held on May 18. 


The letter giving the Minister’s deci- 
sion says: ‘The Minister notes particu- 
larly that the site is allocated in the 
development plan for “ civic, cultural or 
special use as a theatre” and he is not 
convinced that a case has been made 
out for a proposal so much at variance 
with the plan.’ 


Westminster School Appeal 


RISING costs and the falling value of 
money have placed such heavy financial 
burdens upon Westminster School, which 
this year is celebrating the four hundredth 


anniversary of its refounding by Queen 
Elizabeth I, that the authorities have 
been forced to launch a Quatercentenary 
Appeal for £250,000. This sum is divided 
between £50,000 which is needed to pay 
off the loan for the Science Laboratories, 
and £200,000 required to re-endow the 
College and its forty Queen’s Scholars, 
who have become a severe financial 
drain upon the school’s resources. 


This is an appeal which all who believe 
in the original purpose of Westminster 
School, and its chief object through the 
centuries—the fostering of intellectual 
ability regardless of wealth—should be 
eager to support whether they be Old 
Westminsters or not. HM The Queen, 
Visitor to the School, has already con- 
tributed to the appeal. Donations should 
be sent to the Hon. Treasurer, Appeal 
Fund, Westminster School Society, 17, 
Dean’s Yard, London, SW1.

While on the subject of contemporaries, 
we regret the recent demise of ‘Architec- 
ture and Building’ which has not sur- 
vived being taken under the wing of 
Odhams Press. It is probably true that 
there are too many building papers, but 
‘Architecture and Building’ was not one 
which could be improved by being taken 
out of circulation. Under Greenhalgh, 
Harry Johnson, Donne Avenell and 
latterly Arthur Shannon it had made its 
mark as an organ of constructive 
thought.

A detailed survey of the building, 
built to the designs of Thomas Archer 
between 1714 and 1728 and for the past 
20 years a roofless shell, has been com- 
pleted by the council's architect, Mr. 
Marshall Sisson, CBE, FRIBA, and nego- 
tiations have been entered into with the 
War Damage Commission and other 
authorities. If a satisfactory conclusion 
is reached CERA are proposing to issue a 
public appeal for additional finance to 
provide St. John’s with the necessary 
equipment for staging lunch-hour con- 
certs, dramatic presentations and exhibi- 
tions of the visual arts in a church 
setting. 


Colloquiums on Shell Structures 


THE International Association for Shell 
Structures is organising two colloquiums, 
the first at Delft in the Netherlands from 
August 30, 1961, and the second in 
Brussels from September 4 to 6, 1961. 
The Delft colloquium will deal with shell 
research and will include lectures and dis- 
cussions on strength and stability, con- 
struction, shaping, and stress analysis. 
The colloquium in Brussels will cover 


simplified calculation methods and include 
those available for various types of cur- 
vature. The organising secretary for the 
first colloquium is Professor Ir. A. L. 
Bouma of the Department of Civil En- 
gineering of the Technological University, 
Delft, and for the second, Professor 
Dutron, 127 Avenue Adolphe Buyl, 
Brussels 5. 


Overhead Road Proposal 


PORTSMOUTH’S city engineer, Mr. W. E. C. 
Chamberlain. and the city development 
officer, Mr. G. F. Heath, have told the 
Portsmouth City Council’s roads, works 
and drainage committee that the provi- 
sion of an overhead road spanning the 
length of Portsea Island is the best 
answer to the Ciiy’s future road conges- 
tion problem. The overhead road would 
bear the main brunt of the traffic in and 
out of the city and would be closed to 
cyclists and pedestrians. 


The committee agreed that further con- 
sideration should be given to the con- 
struction of such a highway as part of 
the long-term proposals for dealing with 
the City’s traffic problems. 


School for Handicapped Children 


ASSISTANCE is urgently needed by the 
Valence Special School for Physically 
Handicapped Children at Westerham, 
Kent, for the completion of a project to 
provide all-the-year-round swimming 
facilities, for swimming plays a most im- 
portant part in the children’s treatment. 
The work of enclosing the already exist- 
ing swimming pool, and providing for the 
heating and purification of the water, has 
now begun following sanction of a grant 
of about half the cost by the Kent County 
Council, and many firms in the building 
industry have already generously offered 
to assist by supplying materials at special 
discounts. The names of all those who 
help will be recorded on a commemo- 
rative plaque, and the headmaster is 
making a film of the whole operation.

LONDON SOUTHAMPTON 
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Commons Debate the Land Question 


Regional Planning Advocated to Secure Better Use of Resources 


THE HOUSE OF COMMONS on Monday 
debated the land question on a motion by 
the opposition for whom MR. GAITSKELL 
said that despite efforts to help areas of 
heavy local unemployment the drift of 
population south continued. In 1949 
London, the south-eastern, and southern 
regions contained 30 per cent of the 
population of Britain; by 1959 they 
accounted for half the country’s total 
increase in population. London, the 
south and the Midlands had a net gain 
in insured workers of 167,000 between 
1951 and 1958—all at the expense of 
other regions. It had been estimated that 
new Office space approved by the London 
County Council between 1948 and 1958 
provided employment for nearly a quarter 
of a million people in the central area 
alone—an increase of 25,000 office 
workers. 


*Piecemeal’ Private Development 


The redevelopment of cities and city 
centres was not being properly planned 
and carried out by the local authorities, 
but was taking place piecemeal by private 
developers. There had been, especially in 
the last year or two, a sensational and 
shocking rise in the price of land. As a 
result, huge fortunes had been made over- 
night by landowners and speculators at 
the expense of local authorities and the 
public generally. The Government's 
failure to control this could be traced to 
a doctrinaire dislike of state interference 
and planning, except in the most negative 
fashion, combined with a determination 
to give back to private enterprise the 
right to own and profit by community 
development. 

What was to be done in the face of 
this situation ? The Opposition were 
utterly opposed to any building on the 
green belts, and he was glad that the 
Minister had made his position clear on 
this. But did the Minister really think 
that he was going to be believed ? Even 
if the Minister stood firm on this, what 
was the policy about building on the 
other side of the green belts? Green 
belts should be the start of the country- 
side, not a ditch between subtopias. 

It had been estimated that the building 
land required in the next 10 to 15 years 
to relieve the pressure from the urban 
areas would be 600,000 acres or 24 per 
cent of the rural land. This was not an 
impossible figure. The real question was 
not finding the amount of land, but where 
the land was to be found—where the 
building was to take place. 

There might be some relief to be 
obtained from building high in the cities, 
but at the most perhaps one-fifth of the 
problem could be dealt with that way. 
The answer stared the Government in the 
face : it was the building of more new 
towns. Initiative should come from the 
central government. 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government said that, although 
Mr. Gaitskell had not suggested restoring 
the development charge, he had criticised 


the Government for getting rid of it. This 
charge had been completely discredited 
as a remedy. 

Public ownership, municipalisation, and 
threats like that, were an attempt to make 
nationalisation of the land more palat- 
able, but it would do nothing to bring 
down land prices. It would simply bring 
into the market another potential pur- 
chaser. It would come nearer and nearer 
to general nationalisation. 

If Mr. Gaitskell was taking the view 
that it was possible for public authorities 
to borrow unlimited sums to buy un- 
limited areas of land, he should consider 
the effect on the monetary position. The 
country would not stand for the huge 
bureaucratic machine that would have to 
be created. The common sense remedy 
for high prices was to encourage more 
land to come on the market, and that was 
exactly the course the Government were 
pursuing. There was no truth whatever 
in any allegation that the total amount 
of land allocated for building throughout 
the country was inadequate. There was 
no need for some form of central inde- 
pendent inquiry into future housing and 
building needs. The problem was essen- 
tially a local one and not a national one. 

The Government were not going to let 
the green belts go, and he would advise 
people who were still trying to detect 
loopholes or weaknesses in what he had 
said about green belt policy to give up 
their faithlessness, because green belts 
were going to stay. There was no inten- 
tion of repeating the urban spraw! on the 
other side. Any development there would 
be under close planning control. At 
present only about 10 per cent of the 
whole land surface of England and Wales 
was built up and used for roads and rail- 
ways and the like. But the increase in 
population, as well as the inescapable 
demands of the modern world, meant that 
before the end of the twentieth century 
that 10 per cent might be 12 per cent or 
more. 


Approach Should be Regional 


The crux of the whole problem was to 
make sure that artificial land scarcities 
did not arise. There was no avoiding 
natural land scarcity when an area was 
fully developed. What the Government 
was doing, therefore, was to make sure 
that not only sufficient land was allocated 
for building beyond the green belt, but 
also to encourage the fullest use of land 
within the suburban areas on the inner 
side of the green belt. The responsibility 
for this lay in the first place with the 
planning authority. 

MR. MITCHISON asked the Government 
if they were prepared to find money for 
a new town in an appropriate case. 

MR. BROOKE said they would, but it was 
no use talking about this in general 
terms. 

It was quite possible that some densi- 
ties in some places could be revised 
upwards. Density increases did not 
bring down land values. In fact, they put 
up the price. People would pay more for 
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land for which a higher density was per- 
mitted. What increases did was to keep 
down the need for more land elsewhere. 


MR. MITCHISON: ‘ The Minister has said 
high prices do not hold up building, but 
surely they hold up local authority build- 
ing and put up council house rents. Does 
he approve of that?’ 


MR. BROOKE: ‘I have said there is a 
problem here. I know that it puts up 
costs to local authorities, but I am not 
going to be led to restoring the position 
whereby local authorities are able to buy 
land compulsorily below its market value. 
Nor do I believe that a policy of that 
kind would have the slightest degree of 
support in the country as a whole.’ 


MR. DONNELLY said that if industry was 
to flourish, people were to live happy 
healthy lives, farm land was to be safe- 
guarded, and other national resources 
were to be deployed, it was essential to 
have planning. The Conservative doc- 
trine of free enterprise would no longer 
work in such circumstances, and the 
Government’s dilemma was that they 
knew this but were not prepared to admit 
it. 


‘Ad Valorem’ Duty Proposed 


SIR COLIN THORNTON-KEMSLEY said that 
if the Uthwatt theory of shifting values 
was to be accepted, the development 
value of land which was refused develop- 
ment permission was not destroyed but 
was shifted to other land, thus enhancing 
the value of that land. He therefore 
favoured a moderate ‘ad valorem’ duty 
being levied on the vendors in all future 
sales of land for development, the pro- 
ceeds to reimburse the Exchequer for 
compensation paid to owners of land 
which was sterilised against building. 

MR, A. P. COSTAIN Said that the cost of 
building an ordinary house was 40s. a 
foot, of a maisonnette 45s., an eight- 
storey flat 74s. and of a 12-storey flat 83s. 
If the demand for flats was to be con- 
sidered, more of the nation’s capital 
would be needed. 

Winding up the debate, SIR KEITH 
JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, said the Government were deter- 
mined to keep the town, town, and the 
country, country. 

There were some good effects to be 
gained from high prices. They could per- 
suade the country to make full use of 
the land it had got. Densities used to be 
too high. Recently they went too low. 
Now, perhaps, they could strike a happy 
medium. 

There had been evidence that specu- 
lators had burned their fingers. There 
was evidence that people had been buy- 
ing farmland in the green belts, but now 
that the Minister had affirmed that there 
was going to be no housing or other use 
of the green belts they were going to find 
it difficult to dispose of that land at the 
price which they paid for it. 

An Opposition amendment to reduce 
the Vote of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government was rejected by 319 
votes to 235—-Government majority, 84.

Papers and Discussion at the Civic Trust Conference 


A one-day conference organised by the Civic Trust was held at the Middlesex 
Guildhall, London, on July 15 with the Trust’s President and founder, 


Mr. Duncan Sandys, MP, Minister of Aviation, in the chair. 


Extracts from 


the papers given by the principal speakers, and a summary of the discussion, 


are given below. 


OPENING the conference, MR. SANDYS said: 
‘The central areas of so many of our 
towns, all over the country, have for one 
reason or another become ripe for re- 
building. From the standpoint of com- 
mercial prestige or civic dignity, the re- 
building of these areas presents us with a 
challenging opportunity. It gives to us, in 
the second half of the twentieth century, 
the opportunity to make our own distinc- 
tive contribution to the heritage of the 
future. 

“One thing is certain. Rebuilding is 
going to take place, during the next 
decade or two, on a vast scale. The 
question is whether the result will be 
something of which we are proud or 
ashamed. That will depend, to a large 
extent. on how we solve the problem, 
which we have come here to discuss. 


‘The main issue can be defined in one 
simple question. Should an important 
central area be rebuilt plot by plot, as 
and when each individual owner so 
decides? Or should it be redesigned and 
reconstructed as a whole? 


“The answer will not be the same 
in all cases. There will no doubt be 
areas where it is quite satisfactory to 
leave each owner to work out his 
separate solution, subject to normal 
planning controls. There will be other 
areas where a much more radical solution 
is needed. 


‘No Arbiter of Taste’ 


“From the outset, the Civic Trust has 
made it clear that it does not seek to set 
itself up as an arbiter of taste. When we 
see an important problem in the sphere 
of architecture or planning, we bring 
together those people who are most 
qualified to advise upon it, and we invite 
them to express their views. 

* At the end of the conference we shall 
not ask you to pass any resolutions. We 
shall simply prepare an account of what 
has been said and send it to those who 
are actively concerned with solving these 
problems.’ 

Mr. Sandys then called upon Mr. 
Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, to speak. 

MR. BROOKE said that they were all feel- 
ing their way forward on the question of 
rebuilding our city centres, but that the 
Piccadilly inquiry had thrown the matter 
into relief. They could be sure that he 
was anxious to study everybody’s ideas, 
and he certainly would not run away 
from the advice of those with a useful 
contribution to offer. 

At the Piccadilly inquiry, Mr. Brooke 
continued, a lot of sense and a lot of non- 
sense had been talked. This was the 
British way of getting forward—talk, talk 

-but at the right time decisions would 
have to be made and they would be cer- 
tain to be controversial. He distinguished 


between two types of area in city 
redevelopment—there was the active 
area, where the value of the site was 
high and where private enterprise was 
active, but they must not forget the worn- 
out type of area where enterprise was 
conspicuous by its absence. and where 
the problem was how to get redevelop- 
ment at all. The whole question of city 
redevelopment raised in the acutest form 
the balance between the public good and 
private rights. 

Mr. Brooke said that in the case of 
towns facing a decline he believed that if 
the town centres could be made attrac- 
tive the whole town might take on a new 
prosperity. Another factor that could 
help make towns more attractive was an 
active clean air policy. 

Finally, the Minister said that he did 
not see his way yet through the problem 
of multiple ownership, and on this in 
particular there was a need for fresh 
ideas. 


The Importance of 
Comprehensive 
Development 


By Peter Chamberlin, FRIBA 


BEFORE considering the advantages of 
comprehensive development it is wise 
to be clear what is—and what is not 
meant by it. It does not, for instance, 
mean merely a two-dimensional plan plus 
a good intention. Nor does it mean an 
indiscriminate sweeping away of all that 
is old and its replacement by something 
new, on the principle that anything that 
is new is, ipso facto, better than anything 
old. Comprehensive developers—who- 
ever they are—should be concerned with 
the preservation of that which is worth 
preserving, should allow for sensitive re- 
habilitation where this is appropriate and 
should promote renewal where this is 
needed, the whole designed to solve the 
problems of creating a liveable urban 
environment. 

Good comprehensive development calls 
for immense enterprise on many different 
levels. and we should be quite clear in 
our minds what we mean by enterprise. 
My attitude to enterprise stems from the 
view that where there is potential wealth 
in a site or in a situation this should not 
be creamed off but should be ploughed 
back into some other part of the town 
where development is needed but held 
up for lack of finance. 


Spreading the Wealth 


Private enterprise when applied to 
central area development should mean 
much more than commercial exploitation. 
Local authority enterprise should imply 
the duty to consider how the potential 
wealth in a city centre may best be 
deployed to support the development of 
the whole. Enterprise by government 


departments should not be limited to the 
rationing of expenditure for a limited 
objective but should include the obliga- 
tion to see that, wherever possible, wider 
purposes are also served. 

Comprehensive development provides 
the opportunity to bring together a 
number of overlapping interests, to 
resolve the technical problems involved 
in a radical way which piecemeal develop- 
ment cannot do, and makes possible 
genuine three-dimensional planning. This 
last point deserves underlining. Although 
we inhabit space in the fullest sense, 
planning, for the sake of convenience, is 
almost exclusively thought of as a two- 
dimensional activity—presumably because 
it takes place on a sheet of paper and 
the lines and areas delineated indicate 
the spheres of influence of a number of 
adjacent interests whether these be 
shops, offices, roads, or cinemas. 

It is very often possible to create a 
much more inviting and liveable environ- 
ment—and to make better use of our 
scarce land—if some of these interests can 
occupy space one above the other and 
not only side by side. It is important 
to remember that this sort of planning in 
city centres is only possible in large areas 
of comprehensive development. 


Difficulties of Present 
Procedure 


By W. G. Fiske, CBE, Chairman, LCC 
New and Expanded Towns Committee 


WE HAVE BEEN so used to building out- 
wards from a centre that most city 
centres are in some state of decay and 
neglect, and we must be like prudent 
gardeners who every three years take up 
their herbaceous plants and throw away 
the ageing centre and plant afresh. That 
is why what I say today is not intended to 
be political in its approach but practical. 

Our post-war planning is based on the 
Town and Country Planning Act of 1947 
—an Act which put us as a nation in the 
forefront of planning. It was an Act 
which was firmly supported like most 
modern buildings on ‘ piloti’—in this 
case two only, Compensation and Better- 
ment. Later on one of these two supports 
was kicked away and while unlike a 
building there was no immediate collapse, 
the planning structure is now so unsafe 
that it may fall to the ground in ruins at 
any moment. 

That is the crux of our dilemma and 
until some financial supports are re- 
instated our planning world is indeed in 
danger. For example, we have read about 
a recent inquiry in Piccadilly. In a few 
years’ time the Circus will be improved 
for traffic purposes by the demolition of 
the London Pavilion and assets belonging 
to the public to the extent of about £3}m. 
will disappear down the drain—perhaps 
this is not quite right, they will disappear 
out of the public pocket but will turn up 
again largely intact in the balance sheets 
of the neighbouring property owners who 
will, by reason of this public activity, be 
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presented with the finest site in Europe 
for redevelopment. 

Most of our difficulties are likely to 
occur at traffic intersections where it is 
not enough to buy just the land required 
for the improvement leaving jagged ends 
of buildings to be rendered and left. A 
traffic improvement in a built up area is 
much more than the mere engineering job 
of improving its traffic capabilities—it is 
a complete piece of civic redesigning, and 
perhaps a greater liaison between the 
Ministry of Transport and the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government is re- 
quired to bring this about. It must 
certainly involve the Government. I 
conclude: 

1. Private enterprise thinks in terms of 
smaller sites of the greatest profitability. 

2. Public enterprise can think in terms 
of larger sites and uses which are essen- 
tial (i.e., car parking) but not remunera- 
tive. 

3. Public authorities if they are to par- 
ticipate must be assured that their social 
investment programme will not be 
jeopardised. 

4. Could a consortium of private enter- 
prise and private finance, the local 
authorities and the Government do this 
job jointly, so that the land acquisition, 
the street improvements, the _ street 
closing were done by public enterprise 
and then the buildings could be erected 
by private enterprise? 


Suggested Improvements 
in Present Procedure 


By B. J. Collins, CBE, FRICS, PPTPI, 
County Planning Officer, Middx. 


I CONSTRUE this conference as a search 
for the know-how for putting new heart 
into our towns. We are faced constantly 
by umenviable choices: unity § and 
coherence v. the freedom that we want 
designers to have; public control v. free 
play to private initiative; the latent 
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struggle in a composition between the 
whole and its parts; the dilemma, some- 
times, between preserving existing 
character or making a clean sweep, or 
between making a gradual change or 
attempting it as quickly as_ possible. 
Finally, the readiness of private enter- 
prise to invest v. the doubts of public 
authorities. 

The job assigned 
present procedure. I therefore pose the 
questions: ‘are we yet getting the best 
out of the law and procedure we already 
have ?’; ‘is it for lack of powers that we 
are not succeeding, or could it be some- 
thing else that is largely lacking, on the 
part of authorities, or private enterprise, 
or even public opinion?’ 

A ‘Times’ leader-writer (July 9) 
appeared to have made up his mind! 
‘What is already substantiated, only too 
forcibly, is that the existing system is not 
nearly adequate.’ But he said system, 
not legislation. Can an adequate system 
be found under present law and oppor- 
tunities? Ought we rather to ‘ bear those 
ills we have than fly to others that we 
know not of?’

Master Plans 

It may be generally agreed that when 
a city centre is to be rebuilt the key 
necessity is a Master Plan. So the first 
question to be asked about present pro- 
cedure is ‘ Does it allow for making and 
using a Master Plan?’ My answer is 
‘Yes.’ Then ‘ Does it allow latitude in 
the form and conception of it?’ Again, 
* Yes.’ 

‘Does present procedure allow both 
public and private enterprise?’ ‘ Yes.’ 
‘Does it provide powers of compulsory 
purchase? ’ * Yes.’ ‘ So does it provide the 
scope for the essentially positive action 
which you may consider is needed in this 
essentially positive operation?’ * Yes.’ 

A final detail: ‘ Does it give the chance 
of accelerating some developments and 
retarding others, so as to make the transi-

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tion from old to new practicable? ’ ‘ Yes.’ 

In theory, at all events, present powers 
come out of this examination fairly well. 
What then is lacking? Why haven’t we 
got good Master Plans put into force 
whenever and wherever needed? 

Part of the answer to that is the sheer 
volume of work facing planning authori- 
ties, not merely in design, but in evalua- 
tion of interests, alternatives and possi- 
bilities; in consultation with owners and 
public bodies concerned; and in sheer 
grind of administration and negotiation. 


Need for a Dynamic 


But surely the volume of work has not 
been the only obstacle. My theory is that 
even if that be overcome and even if we 
get improved procedures we shall not 
have found the touchstone unless we 
recognise the need whenever a city centre 
is to be rebuilt for some real dynamic. 

Let me try to summarise the aims in 
central area redesign: 

(a) A certain unity or coherence, in 
which the parts add up to a good 
whole, fitting the town centre for its 
job, and making a visit there a 
pleasure. 

(b) Safety and comfort as regards 
traffic, ease of getting there, room to 
move there, and accessibility of the 
points one wants to reach there. 

(c) Good art both in layout and archi- 
tecture, making the place beautiful in 
its fashion. 

But a Master Plan needs a master 
planner behind it and if that role is not 
fulfilled by somebody or other nothing 
good will come of the plan. In short, my 
theory is that the dynamic is more 
important than the method = and 
procedure. 

Can this conference fasten on any 
principles as to where in various circum- 
stances this initiative ought to be taken? 
At present we get counties and boroughs 
leaving it to each other. Or we get con- 
fusion between authorities and private 
owners. They each leave the catch to 
the other or else they collide and drop 
the catch between them. Yet city centre 
rebuilding should not be unremunerative: 
my essentials are (a) a Dynamic, (b) a 
Master Plan. 

I imagine that we have all got beyond 

thinking a Master Plan should firmly 
postulate details of building. I suggest 
there are six elements which have become 
more interdependent than ever before 
and which it may be the function of 
Master Plans to interweave in three 
dimensions. These are: Buildings and 
Space; Walkways and Concourse; Roads 
and Parking Space. 
* You may consider that a Master Plan 
which settles these things, together with 
a scheme of phasing the work, will have 
done its job. Phasing is immensely 
important because this is a heart opera- 
tion, and the patient has got to be kept 
alive during its progress. 

Whether you think that a wide use of 
compulsory purchase and special sources 
of finance are indispensible for city 
centre redevelopment, I hope other 
speakers will elicit from you. You may 
consider (as I do) that compulsory pur- 
chase ought rather to be a last resort. 

Our thirst in the Civic Trust is for good 
design and efficient building and if we

The Problem of Divided 
Ownership and the 
Financial Burden 


By Henry W. Wells, CBE, FRICS, FAI, 
Chairman, Hemel Hempstead New 
Town Corporation 


IN THE FIRST PLACE I am a little sorry that 
we are not discussing today the whole 
problem of urban renewal. It seems to 
me that whatever administrative or 
statutory solution is evolved for dealing 
with the central areas should also have 
regard to the general problem of urban 
renewal and not just be limited to central 
commercial areas. 

The redevelopment of a central area, or 
indeed any part of any town, ought 
generally to be profitable but will not 
always be so even in the long term. The 
determining factor is the cost of acquir- 
ing the area. And the determining factor 
in the cost of the acquisition is the nature 
and intensity of the use to which the land 
and buildings in the area are being put at 
the time of acquisition. The most 
intensely built up and used areas are 
therefore by and large the most costly to 
purchase and the least profitable to 
redevelop. But these areas are generally 
those which are most urgently crying out 
for comprehensive redevelopment, but 
are least likely to be tackled because 
redevelopment may not be profitable. 


A Land Corporation 


I believe we could go a long way 
towards solving these problems if we 
could invent a device which enabled the 
acquisition cost of expensive areas to be 
pooled with the less expensive areas. 
Such a device might be: 

(a) The establishment of a govern- 
ment corporation through whose hands 
all land compulsorily acquired passes. 
For want of a better title I call this the 
Land Accounting Corporation (LAC). 

(b) Local authorities would operate 

_ their statutory powers of acquisition as 
at present empowered and subject to 
the present central government checks. 

(c) The cost of the land would be 
paid by the LAC, the District Valuers 
negotiating the prices as at present. 
The LAC would have no power of com- 
pulsory. acquisition, but it would tem- 
porarily hold land compulsorily 
acquired by local authorities. 

(d) As and when it was required for 
redevelopment, land would then be 
made available to the local authority os 
to private enterprise, or to the govern- 
ment departments if they are involved, 
on the basis of its value as determined 
by reference to the redevelopment 
pl 


an. 

(e) I think that such a body should 
have its powers limited to the acquisi- 
tion of land at the compulsory pur- 
chase price and the re-selling of it at 
market value, based on the redevelop- 


ment plan. But it is important that it 

should be able to carry the loan 

charges on the acquisition costs as an 

accumulated deficit if necessary until 

the land is required for redevelopment. 

The principal advantages of a scheme 
such as I have suggested would be: 


(a) The profitable developments can, 
to some extent, help finance unprofit- 
able ones—which in the public interest 
may be as, or even more, desirable. 

(b) The temporary heavy burden of 
loan charges on acquisition costs do 
not fall on the rates, but are carried by 
the LAC until redevelopment takes 
place. 

(c) It does not injure local demo- 
cracy, but leaves with the local 
authority the responsibility of using 
compulsory powers and re-planning the 
area—but not necessarily the actual 
development. 

(d) It enables private enterprise to 
play a full part. 

Finally, if-such a scheme were adopted 
it would enable some of the profits from 
central area redevelopment to be used 
towards financing ‘urban renewal’ 
generally. 


‘ The Third Method’ 
By T. S. Dulake, FRICS 


THE THIRD METHOD of securing compre- 
hensive redevelopment put forward in the 
conference report [briefly, purchase of the 
area compulsorily by a local authority and 
resale to a suitable private development 
company or companies] is designed to 
overcome the practical difficulties brought 
about by the Piccadilly inquiry without 
provoking political contention. This 
approach, it seems to me, holds out the 
best hope in present circumstances of 
getting redevelopment carried out on an 
adequate scale in those central commer- 
cial areas where it must involve large 
sums of money. 

What I have in mind is the setting up 
of land purchase and disposal trust com- 
panies—one for each large scheme of 
commercial redevelopment in a_ highly 
valued area. 

The trust deed or articles of associa- 
tion would provide for the payment of 
fees to the trustees, who would be men 
experienced in the practice of redevelop- 
ment, and to consultant designers; but 
the trust itself would be a non-profit 
making body. 

The first step would be for the trust 
to reach agreement with the local plan- 
ning authority on the area to be re- 
developed. 

The local authority would then desig- 
nate this area for compulsory purchase, 
and the trust, with the backing of these 
powers, would acquire all the sites at 
pre-scheme value. It would commission 
a three-dimensional scheme for: the re- 
development of the whole area, and it 
would sell the reconstituted sites to the 
developer, or consortium of developers, 
that made the highest bid, subject ‘to 
covenants to build in accordance with 
the scheme. 

Exchange of contracts—There would 
be no need for the land to be conveyed 
from the original owners to the trust and 
then from the trust to the developers. 
Neither, I think, should it be necessary 
for the trust to put up any purchase 
money. Its contracts with the original 
owners and with the developers could be 
exchanged on the same day. But it 
should be open to the trustees to invite 
investors (including the local authority) to 
subscribe whatever amount might be

purchase and disposal. 

Rights of owners.—The basis of pay- 
ment to investment freeholders would be 
current market value. 

Rights of lessees.—Displaced lessees, 
together with the owner-occupiers of sites 
too small or too awkward to be economic- 
ally redeveloped. would have the first 
refusal of suitable tenancies in the new 
buildings at market rents. 

Disposal of surplus.~—There remains 
the question of what should be done with 
the surplus that would be left after the 
payment of such prior charges as the 
trust’s expenses, the profits of partici- 
pating owners and investors, and the cost 
of the road works and public amenities 
specified in the plan. I assume—and here 
I dissent from the view expressed by Mr. 
Wells—that any large-scale scheme of re- 
development in a central commercial area 
would be bound to yield a substantial 
surplus: otherwise it would not be under- 
taken. In my view the remaining surplus 
should go to the local authority. 


Discussion 


MR. C. D. BUCHANAN, ARIBA, Said that the 
papers delivered had shown that over much 
of town planning the real difficulties were 
concerned with finance and management 
rather than with planning techniques, The 
exception to this was road traffic. where 
many of the technical problems remained 
unsolved. 

Some people spoke as if the traffic pro- 
blem was solely that of the private car, but 
this was not so. The great intensity of use 
in urban areas had been brought about by 
commercial vehicles, It was his hunch that 
people had taken the car to their hearts— 
indeed, there was no doubt that the motor 
car was a smashing success in every sort 
of way! He could not see anything else on 
the horizon to challenge these ‘ murderously 
destructive ’ machines. 

Continuing, Mr. Buchanan said that he 
did not think that public transport was on 
the way out, but he did think that the 
public would demand towns that could take 
cars. The motor vehicle had killed dead the 
traditional city street, and turned it into 
a ‘stinking, automobile drain.’ What was 
needed was a new arrangement of buildings 
and access that would give a better result 
altogether. Varying level circulation had 
great possibilities; the fact was that the prob- 
lem posed by the motor car in urban areas 
was an architectural problem in the widest 
sense. 

He could only see hope through compre- 
hensive redevelopment; there was no hope in 
piecemeal, redevelopment. The tide of rede- 
velopment was flowing strongly, and we 
needed to harness it to achieve the best 
results. 

MR. RICHARD EDMONDS (chairman, LCC 
Town Planning Committee) said that the 
Ministry of Transport’s grants for dealing 
with road intersections were insufficient to 
cover the cost of the redevelopment that 
the construction of modern traffic intersec- 
tions required, and consequently a lot of 
ragged edges were left. In the case of the 
Edgware-road flyover the deficiency was 
estimated at £700,000, and this was just one 
of 33 such intersections with which his 
authority would have to deal. He suggested 
that Professor Abercrombie’s idea that there 
should be a super overall planning Minister 
was long overdue. 

MR. T. MEFFEN (chairman, Coventry Plan- 
ning Committee) said that in replanning its 
city centre Coventry had been helped not 
only by the blitz but by the fact that be- 
fore the war the city had already drawn 
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To-day Stock Bricks play an 
important part in the interpret- 
ation of the architect’s 
conception of a modern office 
block, contemporary church or 
educational centre.

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up a plan for the 
central area. 

MR. T. D. SMITH (chairman, Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne Planning Committee) said that 
there was a danger that the progressive 
authority which attempted to solve its own 
problems would defeat its object by attract- 
ing to itself more traffic from the neighbour- 
ing unprogressive towns; he therefore con- 
sidered regional planning a * must.’ He also 
suggested that the professions had a big 
responsibility to the public to criticise their 
own members’ designs to help people to get 
the kind of buildings they wanted. 

MISS JANE DREW, FRIBA, said that the con- 
ceptions of zoning, and two-dimensional 
planning, had been useful for a time but that 
now we were pinned down by them. The 
Piazza at Venice was the sort of ‘ out-door 
drawing room’ that every city needed. Plan- 
ning from now on, she emphasised, must be 
three-dimensional. 

LORD CONESFORD (formerly Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning), said he had always held it as 
axiomatic that it was absolutely impossible 
to separate the saving of the countryside 
and making our cities pleasant to live in; 
we would either save town and country 
together or we should save neither. We 
must retain the town as a pleasant place 
not only in which to work but to live. 

Continuing, Lord Conesford said that he 
did not believe that the motor car was the 
only thing that should be allowed to 
increase, while everything else was restricted. 
He proposed three solutions to ease the 
traffic problem: *‘ Don’t destroy the dwelling 
areas near the centre of our cities; don’t 
destroy highways by parking; there are 
certain places where the motor car should 
not be allowed to go.’ 

A final principle to observe was: ‘ What- 
ever the problem is, try to solve it without 
the destruction of any good thing.’ 

DR. BARNETT STROSS, MP, said that in rede- 
velopment schemes the great problem of 
local authorities was that they could not 
wait for some years for a return on their 
money; they had the problems of annual 
accountability and avoiding additions to the 
rates. If Development Boards were set up 
to help the local authorities acquire the 
land they needed for redevelopment he sug- 
gested that the boards should establish 
research departments. He would like to see 
some of the best young men, as they quali- 
fied at schools of architecture, joining the 
research departments to enable the boards 
to give the local authorities the best possible 
advice.

Public Transport in USA 


PROFESSOR JOHN GRACE (Tulane University, 
USA) said that in certain parts of the eastern 
United States public transportation systems 
were actually dying out owing to the 
impact of the motor car. In his opinion, 
if we were going to achieve anything in 
redesigning our cities we would have to 
use the architect to design in three dimen- 
sions, if not in four—all old cities had a 
sort of time element in their renewal. 

MR. G. GRENFELL BAINES, OBE, FRIBA, Said 
some clear thinking was needed on _ the 
question of ‘ exploitation.” The fact was we 
were all exploiting each other, and seemed 
to be doing very nicely out of it! 

He believed that if we could have pri- 
vate and public enterprise in partnership they 
were more likely to employ the best 
designers and administrators. We had to 
solve the problem of bringing lots of small 
people together to achieve comprehensive 
redevelopment. In regard to the motor car, 
he was an advocate of ruthless segregation. 

MR. S. G. WARDLEY (city engineer and sur- 
veyor, Bradford), said that Bradford was 
going ahead with the redevelopment of the 
city’s centre, and had been able to do this 


as a result of powers obtained some years 
ago to enable them to buy up the land in 
the city’s centre. They had been able to 
persuade developers to invest in the scheme, 
over which they exercised a policy of lease- 
hold control. He felt that the problem of 
redevelopment was soluble and that local 
government possessed the machinery. 

MR. LIONEL BRETT, FRIBA, agreed with the 
remarks of Mr. Wells and Lord Conesford 
on the dangers of attempting the rebuilding 
of our city centres in isolation. He was 
interested in the means suggested by Mr. 
Wells whereby the better areas could help 
pay for the poorer. 

He thought that we must on the whole 
loosen and reduce the high density at the 
centre of our cities and encourage the 
growth of new high density areas further 
out. Spreading the load in our cities in 
this way was, he suggested, the only answer 
to traffic congestion and civilised living. 

CLLR, MRS. E. DENNINGTON (vice-president, 
LCC New and Expanding Towns Commit- 
tee), who supported Mr. Wells’s proposal for 
the setting up of a Land Accounting Cor- 
poration, said that Piccadilly was not a 
planning problem—we had competent plan- 
ners for this sort of undertaking—but a 
problem of land ownership and finance. 

MR. E. H. DOUBLEDAY (county planning 
officer, Hertfordshire) said we had not yet 
faced up to the question of land use control, 
and this was a grievous omission from 
the Civic Trust’s report which they had 
before them today. The Ministers of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and Transport 
should set up and co-ordinate a team to 
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work with the proposed Land Accounting 
Corporation to study the technical develop- 
ments that were so important in solving the 
traffic problem. ‘ We should take time bv the 
forelock and get started right away,’ he 
declared. 


Summing Up 

Summing up the conference, SIR WILLIAM 
HOLFORD, PRIBA, said that in the discussions 
‘we have come awfully near, in our curious 
English way, to showing up where the shoe 
pinches in a number of places.’ 

The first thing to be done now was to 
find some way of balancing out profitable and 
unprofitable development, and the confer- 
ence had canvassed some of the ways by 
which a marriage could be arranged. Mr. 
Wells, in his suggestions for a LAC, had put 
forward an important idea, which must 
obviously be followed up. This was a 
problem that had got to be faced, and it 
was no good the Minister or the Govern- 
ment burking it. 

There was a general feeling, Sir William 
continued, that you cannot stop traffic com- 
ing into city centres, but that at tHe same 
time you cannot give priority all the time 
to the moter car, The big problem was to 
obtain co-operation between local authori- 
ties, Government departments and the public 
in looking at the problems. Traffic was 
undoubtedly the biggest technical problem. 

Finally, Sir William described the rebuild- 
ing of our cities as the big task of peace, 
but he reminded them that planning meant 
differentiation as well as uniformity in the 
way they did things. 


Building in the City 


Common Council Reject Fenchurch-street Station 
Office Block Proposal 


THE CITY OF LONDON’s Court of Common 
Council at their meeting on July 14 
refused permission for the erection of an 
office block at Fenchurch-street Station. 
The Court passed a recommendation of 
their Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee that the development, in 
accordance with plans submitted. should 
be refused. 

In their reasons for the refusal, the 
committee stated that the site of the 
station was zoned for ‘railway opera- 
tional purposes’ and the introduction of 
offices—other than those ancillary to the 
operational undertaking—would be con- 
trary to the policy of restricting office 
development in the central area to sites 
which are already zoned for office pur- 
poses. 

Architects for the rejected scheme are 
Messrs. Clyde Young and Bernard Engle. 
of 8 New-square, WC2. 

MR. A. J. OSBORN moved the reference 
back of the refusal for the redevelopment 
at Fenchurch-street station, but after 
hearing the reply of the chairman of the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, Mr. Arthur Benjamin, he with- 
drew his motion. 

Mr. Osborn said he was not happy 
about the refusal. He submitted it was 
a rather curious attitude, because if the 
Transport Commission themselves were 
to apply for such development they would 
be allowed to erect offices, as they had 
been at Cannon-street, Holborn-viaduct 
and Moorgate. The Fenchurch-street 
area was one where office accommodation 


was urgently required. 

And Mr. Osborn added: ‘You talk 
about traffic congestion but what better 
way is there to reduce it than by having 
your offices on top of a railway station? ’ 

MR. BENJAMIN, in his reply, said this 
recommendation followed a_ settled 
policy. Mr. Osborn was not right when 
he suggested the same policy was not 
pursued at Cannon-street and Holborn- 
viaduct. Offices over those stations were 
only allowed in so far as they were con- 
nected with railway operational use. It 
was fair to say that at Moorgate an 
exception was made in order to assist the 
comprehensive development of _ the 
Barbican area. 

The reference back was then with- 
drawn. 

Other recommendations of the com- 
mittee which were approved were: 

Permission to develop, subject to cer- 
tain conditions, in accordance with plans 
submitted—erection of an office block. 
with four retail shops, licensed premises 
and a bank on the ground floor, at 24 to 
32 King William-street, 3 to 16 Crooked- 
lane, 2 Arthur-street and Crooked-lane 
(architects: Knapton and Deane, 6 
Martin-lane, EC4); 

Approval of drawings in compliance 
with the conditions of a permission 
granted for the erection of single-storey 
shops and the improvement of the 
entrance to Hamilton House for a period 
of 20 years, at Hamilton House, 135-153 
(odd) Bishopsgate (developer, British 
Railways). 





The Architectural Association 
Exhibition of Students’ Work 


REVIEWED BY PETER HOWELL, 
DIP.ARCH (CARDIFF), ARIBA 


ABOUT THIS TIME OF THE YEAR it is pos- 
sible to catch up with what is happening 
in the schools of design and architecture 
by visiting their annual exhibitions of 
students’ work. At present. and until 
July 28, the Architectural Association 
School is holding its annual exhibition. 
Michael Pattrick, the Principal of the 
School, in his introduction to the exhibi- 
tion, writes, ‘ We are anxious to illustrate 
the sequence and purpose of the curricu- 
lum .. .’ and this exhibition certainly 
does, although it would perhaps be of 
help to the visitor to have a little more 
written explanation. It would be useful 
in future if the School were to produce 
a printed and illustrated catalogue of the 
exhibition containing a short history of 
the School, a statement of its policy, and 
some detailed information on the pro- 
grammes whose resultant work is exhi- 
bited. 


The First Year 


The first year with PETER SUMMERSGILL 
as year master starts with an exercise in 
the use of drawing instruments and 
develops through studies of anthropo- 
metrics, light, structure and the study of 
a part of London to the first complete 
piece of architecture that the student 
produces, which is a house. The high 
quality of these designs gives some indi- 
cation of the efficacy of the preceding 
studies of ‘parts’ of architecture. One 
design in particular is worth mention and 
that is by CAMERON-CLARKE and is pre- 
sented in the form of a model and also 
very clear drawings. The study of struc- 
ture through the making of models is also 
very interesting, since it is difficult for 
the student of architecture to come to 
grips with this subject. An architect is 
not a structural engineer and yet he must 
be able to understand the form of struc- 
ture in relation to the design of a build- 
ing but not necessarily be able through 
mathematical analysis to produce a final 
solution. Through the appreciation of 
structure with models it can be seen 
from those on show that even a first-year 
student can understand in outline the 
most advanced structural ideas. 


The Second Year 


The continuation of the exhibition into 
the second year, under ROBERT MAXWELL, 
very commendably shows little break in 
the general purpose of the course. The 
study of the parts of London is repeated 
in principle in the study of a village, this 
time with more purpose in that it is also 
used as the site for the buildings designed 
during the year. Following this study 
of the village the buildings are designed 
each featuring a different material. The 
first building is designed in timber and 
it is interesting to note that in lieu of 
working drawings the construction is 
presented in the form of a timber model. 
Then follows a house in brick and a 
factory in steel. Finally, the second-year 
student produces a study of the land- 


scape around the village and produces a 
model in which are embodied the build- 
ings that he has designed and also any 
recommendations that he has made for 
its development. A little out of context 
at this point is the design of a housing 
unit designed in terms of interlocking 
cones by TOMKINS, which is very like the 
huts of the Bantu. 


The Third Year 


And so to the third year under DAVID 
OAKLEY. Here again the pattern of 
development is continued. The final part 
of the buildings designed in prescribed 
materials is completed with the design 
of a concrete building. To mention one 
in particular there is a very bold design 
by BRIDGES of a supermarket which to 
some extent is close to the work of the 
early Russian constructivists. At this 
stage the study of communities is 
extended to include the town. In this 
particular year a study was carried out 
of Aylesbury. From this study the 
students have prepared joint proposals 
for the development of the town and 
individually have developed the design 
of the buildings. There is a joint scheme 
by PARSEY, PIERCE and SAMUELS that 
shows an interesting formation of three 
buildings all of slab and unit construction 
interrelated about a common elevated 
piazza. 

The Fourth Year 


The fourth year has as its year master 
JOHN KILLICK and the idea of the study 
of the community is expanded to embrace 
part of a city. The section of city 
studied is a part of London about 
Regents Park. The major part of the 
scheme for the development of this area 
is in the provision of luxury flats but 
many buildings that might well comprise 
such development are included such as 
cinemas, car-parking garages and boiler 
house—designed by each _ individual 
student. One of the most realistic 
schemes for the design of luxury flats is 
that by HUDDLESTON. Huddleston has 
grouped his flats in blocks of seven 
storeys very neatly adjacent to Regents 
Park, and his treatment of the layout and 
design is very sensitive. Another interest- 
ing scheme is that by TANG and KNIGHT, 
worth mentioning for its intriguing com- 
plexity. The design of a boiler house by 
TERRY is interesting although it belongs 
more to the modern architecture of the 
‘20s rather than the ’60s. 


Fifth Year’s ‘ Breadth of Vision’ 


The students in the fifth year spend the 
whole year working on their final thesis 
and so the exhibition of their work con- 
sists only of these designs. PETER SMITH- 
SON, who is the year master, appears to 
have produced a certain breadth of vision 
in his students. Perhaps the most 
interesting design exhibited is that by 
CHAN, and is of a rehabilitation centre. 
This scheme is based on standardised 
components developed by the designer. 
It is an inherent difficulty for the student 
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of architecture who works with such a 
structural system that it is impossible for 
him to form the balance of importance 
correctly on the variables involved since 
he cannot fully develop the techniques 
of manufacture and assembly to give 
himself the correct economic advantage. 
Normally, such ideas are worked out by 
groups of development architects in con- 
junction with a full complement of con- 
sultants and with the manufacturer and 
the contractor responsible for the 
assembly of the final buildings. Another 
scheme of interest is that by TINKER and 
is for the housing redevelopment of the 
Moldgreen area in Huddersfield. 

The postgraduate School of Tropical 
Architecture under DR. OTTO KONIGS- 
BERGER exhibits only one thesis design. 
It is for the redevelopment of an area in 
Nassau and is designed by CARTWRIGHT. 
With careful consideration of the 
climatic characteristics of the area he has 
produced a design for interlocking half- 
level housing in such a way as to make 
full use of the prevailing breeze. Allto- 
gether a stimulating show.

Training of Clerks of Works 


ICW Recommendations to Technical Colleges 


BEARING IN MIND the changing conditions 
since its inaugural examination in 1936, 
the examination board of the Institute of 
Clerks of Works has been considering the 
revision of the existing examination re- 
quirements with a view to encouraging 
students who have attained or are about 
to attain a Higher National Certificate in 
Building to go forward to a short course 
of study leading to the Part II (Final) 
Examination of the Institute. 

In forwarding to technical colleges the 
relevant information and outline recom- 
mendations, the Institute emphasises that 
these are merely suggestions, since it must 
rest with the college to prepare a detailed 
scheme in the light of the existing Higher 
National Certificate courses. 


Outline Recommendations 
It is suggested that a technical college 
course of preparation for the Part II 
Examination of the Institute of Clerks of 


Works might fall into one of the three 
following categories: 

1. A course of two to three years 
duration (approx. 120 hours each year) 
designed to meet the needs of mature men 
probably over 30 years of age who already 
have experience as clerks of Works but 
have had little or no technical college 
training. 

2. A specially designed course of one 
or two years duration (approx. 120 hours 
each year) to meet the case where a suffi- 
cient number of students possessing a 
Higher National Certificate in Building 
wish to go forward to take the part II 
examination. 

3. A supplementary course to meet the 
case where relatively few HNC students 
come forward for further training and it 
is inexpedient to run a special course of 
preparation for the part II examination. 
Here it may be possible for colleges to 
accommodate these students in existing

National President Endorses loB Scheme 


‘THE VITAL LINK between management 
and men in industry today is the foreman. 
This is particularly so in the building 
industry where contracts are carried out 
on scattered sites in all weathers by a 
multiplicity of craftsmen and specialists 
whose work must be carefully planned, 
co-ordinated and directed to achieve 
maximum productivity and speed of con- 
struction without sacrificing quality of 
workmanship. The building foreman is 
the industry’s key man and it is only 
right that he should be accorded a status 
and level! of prestige in the industry that 
is commensurate with his responsibilities 
and the important role he plays.’ This 
view was expressed by MR. D. E. WOOD- 
BINE PARISH, President of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
at the half-yearly meeting of the North 
Western Federation of Building Trades 
Employers on July 13. 

‘Much has already been done in this 
connection,’ he added, ‘and a unique 
development is the recent inauguration 
by the Institute of Builders of a special 
Registered Foreman class of membership. 
I know of no other professional institute 
which specifically provides a class of 
membership for the supervisory grades of 
the industry it serves.’ 


Value of Local Associations 


There were now over 35 foremen’s 
associations in different parts of the 
country, the President said, and much of 
their success had been due to the active 
encouragement given to their activities 
and affairs by building trades employers. 
‘I regret, however, that there are many 
localities in the country where no asso- 
ciation for building foremen exists and 
the North Western area is one. With the 
exception of Manchester and Liverpool, 


which have particularly virile and 
successful associations, there is little, if 
any, opportunity for foremen to meet to 
discuss their problems and to arrange 
suitable instructional courses. 

‘I would therefore urge you to con- 
sider this question with a view to helping 
in the formation of foremen’s associations 
in your principal towns. By so doing you 
will be helping your foremen to help 
themselves in raising their status within 
the industry and in providing the means 
by which they may keep themselves up 
to date with technical and other develop- 
ments in the building industry.’ 


Resin Exudation in Keruing 


EXPERIMENTS CARRIED out recently by the 
Timber Development Association indicate 
that resin exudation can be controlled to 
some extent by the application of suitable 
surface coatings. An account of this 
work is given by Dr. V. R. Gray in TDA 
Research Report C/RR/3— Prevention 
of Resin Exudation in Keruing ’—which 
may be obtained, price 3s. 6d. per copy, 
from the headquarters of the Association 
at 21 College Hill, London, EC4.

Basic Materials 


Wholesale Prices in June 


THE WHOLESALE price index for basic 
materials and fuel used in manufacturing 
industry as a whole shows no change 
compared with the latest estimates for 
May and has now been steady since 
March. Imported softwood and raw 
cotton continue their upward trend, but 
there have been falls in lead, zinc, copra 
and rubber. A rise in the indices for 
construction and house-building materials 
which has been apparent since last Sep- 
tember continues. 

The June wholesale price index issued 
by the Board of Trade for all building and 
civil engineering materials at 146.9* 
shows a provisional increase of 0.3* per 
cent over the figure for the previous 
month. The house-building materials 
index at 147.0* shows a provisional in- 
crease of 0.4 per cent (June 30, 1949= 
100).

Law Report 
Demolition Work Undertaken Without Written Contract 


Queen’s Bench Division, before 
Mr. Justice Salmon 


Emerson v. J]. F. & A. R. Eden 


MR. JUSTICE SALMON, in the Queen’s Bench 
Division on July 11, said it was almost in- 
credible that a Newbury builder should 
have knocked down a substantial part of 
a large house without taking the elemen- 
tary precaution of first getting instruc- 
tions in writing from the owner. 

Judgment with costs was given for Mrs. 
Gwyneth Sybil Emerson, widow, of North 
Sydmonton House, Newbury, in a claim 
for damage for trespass, and conversion 
of various chattels arising from the demo- 
lition of part of North Sydmonton House 
in 1958. She sued J. F. & A. R. Eden, 
Ltd., builders’ contractors, of Bartholo- 
mew-street, Newbury, and their former 
managing director, Mr. John Francis 
Eden, of Winchester-road, Newbury. 

Both denied liability and contended 
there was an agreement to demolish part 
of the property in return for materials 
from the demolition. 

THE JUDGE, who dismissed with costs a 
counterclaim by the defendant company 
for £250 loss of profit resulting from 
Mrs. Emerson’s order stopping demolli- 
tion, said Mrs. Emerson arranged 
through Mr. John Eden to buy North 
Sydmonton House for £5,250. When she 
returned from a holiday she found a large 


part of the house had been demolished 
by defendants. They claimed the demo- 
lition work was by agreement with Mrs. 
Emerson and on her instructions. 

His lordship said Mrs. Emerson and 
Mr. Eden were both fundamentally 
honest people. She was an ‘ extremely 
intelligent, educated and __ truthful 
woman.’ He was a ‘thoroughly decent 
and honest working builder, although 
rather muddle-headed.’ 

In his lordship’s view there had been 
no contract between the parties or any 
authority given for the demolition work. 
There had been a great deal of discussion 
between Mrs. Emerson and Mr. Eden and 
possibly he had come away with the mis- 
taken idea that he had authority from 
her to carry out the work. 

The truth was that Mrs. Emerson had 
fallen in love with the house, decided 
she would have it and took the most 
lively interest in exactly what work was 
to be done on the house. She had not 
made up her mind exactly what was to 
be pulled down. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Eden misunderstood her and the case 
showed how important it was that agree- 
ments should be made in writing. 

His lordship said he had the greatest 
sympathy with the defendants. The 
question of damages would be assessed 
by another tribunal to be agreed between 
the parties. 


Direct Labour 


Aylesbury Council's Assurances 


A DEPUTATION from the Aylesbury and 
District Association of Building Trades 
Employers recently met the Housing 
Committee and Officials of the Aylesbury 
Borough Council and put to them the 
hazards and problems involved in house- 
building, so that they may have no illu- 
sions in connection with their proposed 
entry into this field of building opera- 
tions. The builders claimed that special- 
ised knowledge resulting from years of 
experience is necessary for successful and 
economical house-building. 

Under the RIBA Form of Contract a 
building contractor takes all the risks, 
and particularly today with the stress on 
fixed price tendering when the final cost 
of the job is that of the builder’s tender 
price, subject to planning variations. By 
direct labour the Council will take the 
risks which include wages and materials 
prices increases, inclement weather, de- 
fects during the maintenance period, etc. 
The setting up of the necessary organisa- 
tion, including finance, labour and trans- 
port were discussed. 

The Housing Committee was reminded 
that 25 per cent of the local authorities 
who were building houses by direct 
labour up to 1950 had now ceased to do 
so, presumably because they found it un- 
economical. The figures given in the 
House of Commons recently were 178 in 
1950 reduced to 139 in 1959. They were 


also told of the result of the recent census 
of production which disclosed that the 
output value per man in the building 
industry employed by private enterprise 
was £654 per annum against a compara- 
tive figure of £485 per annum in respect 
of operatives employed by Government 
Departments and similar bodies. 


A Real Danger 


Instances of other local authorities 
utilising direct labour for building opera- 
tions were referred to. This included 
Manchester, about which there has been 
considerable publicity and where, despite 
lower tenders by private contractors, the 
Direct Labour Department was given a 
number of jobs, presumably to keep it 
going—a very real danger once it is 
established. 

The deputation was assured that if, 
after all costs have been charged against 
the contract, the Council finds it cannot 
build houses economically, both from the 
aspect of initial cost and maintenance, 
the building of houses by direct labour 
will be discontinued. It was also assured 
that there would be fair competition in 
tendering by the direct labour department 
against private enterprise and that the 
results both of this and the eventual cost 
of the houses built by direct labour will 
be made available to the public. 
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A Holiday Estate in Kent 
Large Post-War Private Development 


DETAILS of the proposed holiday estate 
at Seasalter, Whitstable, where 1,600 
holiday bungalows on 200 acres of marsh- 
land, have been planned, reveal that if 
the planning authorities give their con- 
sent, the ‘Golden Bay Estate’ will be the 
biggest private development in Kent since 
the war. 

The holiday homes will be of attractive 
design, and will each comprise a large 
lounge, and two bedrooms. They will 
be sold at about £1,000, the owners pay- 
ing a small yearly sum towards the 
upkeep of the estate. They will be occu- 
pied for only seven months of the year, 
which, the promoters point out, means 
that there will be no need for the provi- 
sion of schools and other services by the 
local authority. 

Shops will be built, as well as car 
parks, gardens, and concrete roads, and 
the estate will have its own sewerage 
scheme. An expenditure of about £24m. 
is visualised. 

The position at the moment is that 
Whitstable Urban Council have asked 
Kent County Council for its views on the 
scheme, while they are gathering infor- 
mation from other local authorities who 
have experience of holiday estates. 

Behind the scheme is the Kent firm of 
building contractors, Messrs. Courtenay 
Dale, Ltd., of Westgate. It is understood 
that a new company will be formed to 
manage the estate if planning permission 
is accorded.

DESCRIBED as ‘a bold and imaginative 
idea, embodying the best planning prin- 
ciples by separating the pedestrian from 
vehicular traffic,’ a £4m. shopping pre- 
cinct is proposed for a blitzed site in 
Portsmouth. Plans are being considered 
by Portsmouth Development Committee. 
They envisage a 10-storey department 
store, a supermarket, 28 shops, and 
pedestrian ways which will completely 
separate the shopper from traffic. 

Apart from the store, the development 
will be a 2-storey one throughout, and 
the site, approximately one-and-a-half 
acres, is located near the Commercial- 
road end of Arundel-street.

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Graduated Pensions and the Builder 


Government Scheme Explained 


BEFORE April 6, 1961, every builder, 
builder’s merchant or contractor who 
employs one or more employees is to 
decide what course of action is to be 
taken regarding the State Graduated 
Pension Scheme. This is the date on 
which the National Insurance Act, 1959, 
becomes operative. The Act provides for 
an extension of the present State Pension 
Scheme and relates additional graduated 
pensions to earnings in excess of £9 a 
week. 

Every employer is called upon by the 
Government to choose between either 
keeping an employee in the Graduated 
Scheme or ‘Contracting Out’ an em- 
ployee from the Graduated Scheme. Two 
leaflets are available from the _ local 
Ministry of Pensions Office or from the 
Registrar of Non-Participating Employ- 
ments, 10 John Adam-street, Lon- 
don, WC2. ‘ A Guide to the New Gradu- 
ated Pension Scheme’ (N.I. 111) and 
‘Contracting out of the New Graduated 
Pension Scheme’ (R. 1). 

The scale of the graduated pensions 
Starts for employed persons over age 18 
and who earn more than £9 in any week. 
The employee is automatically ‘con- 
tracted in’ to the Graduated Scheme if 
an employer takes no action and there 
will be either a smaller or greater 
National Insurance contribution payable 
than at present, according to earnings. 

For those firms who decide to ‘ con- 
tract out’ an employee, a certiticate must 
be requested from the Registrar of Non- 
Participating Employments. This certifi- 
cate will be granted provided (a) a pri- 
vately arranged pension scheme is finan- 
cially sound, (b) the pension provided is 
as good as the maximum pension payable 
by the State Graduated Scheme and (c) 
the employee does not lose his pension 
rights if he changes from one employer to 
another. 


Employer’s Freedom 


An employer has some freedom of 
action in the matter in that he can decide 
what should be provided for an em- 
ployee on retirement. He may consider 
that an employee is to receive (1) the 
pension provided by the State Graduated 
Scheme, or (2) the pension provided by 
the State Graduated Scheme _ supple- 
mented by a private scheme or (3) the 
minimum State pension supplemented by 
a private scheme. 

In general terms, where the earnings 
of employees average at least £12 a week 
for males or £11 a week for females, it 
may be more economical to set up a 
private pension scheme and ‘contract 
out’ an employee than to ‘ contract in.’ 
For those earning less than these averages 
it will be cheaper for an employer to 
‘contract in’ to the new State Scheme. 

The difference in future contributions 
can be seen from the following example. 
For a male employee with average weekly 
earnings of £13, the present weekly con- 
tribution is: employee 9s. 1ld., employer 
8s. 3d., total 18s. 2d. The future weekly 
contribution from April, 1961, under the 


Graduated State Scheme will be: em- 
ployee lls. 10d., employer 10s. 6d., total 
22s. 4d., if an employer decides to ‘ con- 
tract in’ the employee. The contribution 
for those employees ‘ contracted out’ re- 
mains as at present. 

As a rough guide to the amount of pen- 
sion provided by the State, a Government 
factor, at present £2 6s. 2d. for a male 
and £1 18s. 6d. for a female, for each 
year of future service, may be multiplied 
by the number of years to age 65 for a 
male or 60 for a female. That is, for a 
man aged 35 now, retiring in 30 years, 
thirty times £2 6s. 2d. is £69 5s. a year at 
65, or approximately £1 6s. 8d. a week. 
The State Graduated pension may be in- 
creased in future years. 

Several private schemes are possible 
such as setting aside so much from the 
income of the firm each year and building 
up a fund to be held in trust for the

employees. Another scheme which is 
widely used is one arranged through an 
assurance company. If one or two men 
or women only are employed, then an 
individual endowment policy with an 
exchange of letters between employer and 
employee can be used. If there is a large 
number of people employed, an assurance 
company may recommend a group pen- 
sion scheme. Either scheme can be made 
to provide a pension suitable to an em- 
ployer’s own needs. 

It is advisable to discuss the matter 
with a bank manager, accountant, solici- 
tor or an insurance representative and an 
early start is recommended by the Gov- 
ernment. All employers in the United 
Kingdom are affected and if the decision 
is to ‘contract out,’ the certificate must 
be obtained by April 6, 1961, to become 
effective from that date. Employees are 
automatically ‘contracted in’ on April 
6, 1961, and the new rates of contribution 
are payable from that date, until the 
certificate has been issued.

British Exhibition, New York 


‘Outstanding Success’ for Export Trade 


SPEAKING at a meeting in London on June 
28 LORD ROOTES, president of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries, announced that 
the British Exhibition held in New York 
from June 10 to 26 was an outstanding 
success. ‘The latest figures,’ he said, 
‘speak for themselves. Over 30,000 
buyers registered their names and more 
than 10,000 people made inquiries at the 
joint Dollar Exports Council and Federa- 
tion of British Industries stand alone. In 
regard to industrial development in 
the United Kingdom, more than 100 
genuine inquiries for factory development 
in this country were received.’ 


Illustrating the success of the exhibi- 
tion, Lord Rootes quoted the results of 
a firm of mobile hydraulic uplift ladder 
manufacturers. By June 25 this firm 
alone had received orders worth more 
than $400,000. They had received a fur- 
ther 800 genuine inquiries which were 
still pending. 


‘This whole exercise,’ Lord Rootes 
continued, ‘ has provided not only a good 
example of smooth Anglo-American rela- 
tions, but also it has shown how success 
can be achieved by good teamwork over 
here. The Dollar Exports Council, the 
Federation of British Industries and 
British Overseas Fairs Limited have 
worked in complete harmony and the 
results of the exhibition have really sur- 
passed all expectations.’ 


Reflecting upon this success in a quasi- 
pessimistic mood, Lord Rootes said that 
it meant, on the one hand, that we could 
improve our export trade to the dollar 
areas, but with liberalisation of dollar 
trade being brought about by the British 
Government, it also meant that our 
balance of trade might gradually grow 
worse unless a more determined effort 
was made to export to the dollar 
countries and to the world as a whole. 


‘While the exports of the United King- 
dom to the USA,’ he concluded, ‘ in- 
creased by 7.4 per cent during the month 
and those to Canada rose by 14.4 per 
cent, America increased her imports into 
this country by no less than 95.6 per cent 
and Canada’s increase was 40 per cent. 
Both countries sold more in this country 
by far than we sold to them. Our 
balance of payments problem in this 
country is acute and it is good to know 
that the Government are alive to it, and 
in this respect the increased importa- 
tion of raw materials is not necessarily 
harmful to us, provided we make sure 
that these materials are being used to pro- 
duce goods for export—and that we do 
export.’ 


Book 


REINFORCED CONCRETE RESERVOIRS AND 


TANKS. By W. S. Gray; revised by G. P. 
Manning. (London: Concrete Publica- 
tions, Ltd., 1960.) Price 12s. 


FOR THE fourth edition, this well-known 
book has been extensively revised to in- 
clude up-to-date methods of the design 
and construction of most types of open 
and covered reservoirs, tanks on the 
ground and below ground, swimming 
pools, and such industrial structures as 
gasholder tanks, tar tanks, and the like. 

Special features include several charts 
and other data relating to the design of 
reinforced concrete works in accordance 
with the new British Standard Code of 
Practice No. 2007 (1960) for structures 
for the storage of water. As in previous 
editions, Dr. Reissner’s method of calcu- 
lating the bending moments’on the walls 
of cylindrical tanks is given in full. 
Numerous additional examples, with 
working drawings and illustrations show- 
ing the structures in the course of erec- 
tion, are given. 





FOR ITS SEVENTH CONTINENTAL TOUR to 
study building and civil engineering work 
abroad, the Eastern Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers this year visited 
Portugal, a country which has not been 
much in the news on the constructional 
side. Looking back over a memorable 
fortnight one can say that the enjoyment 
of the visit was equalled by its interest, 
Lisbon presenting the contrasting spec- 
tacle of a progressive 20th century capital 
and a city which, in many ways, has 
changed little over the years. 


The clear invigorating air and the warm 
southern sun show off to advantage the 
delicate pastel shades of the old city and 
even give a sparkle to 20th century con- 
crete. After the earthquake of 1755 the

city was extensively rebuilt under the 
direction of the Marquis of Pombal, 
whose statue looks down the broad tree- 
lined Avenida da Liberdade, a fine 
example of what a central thoroughfare 
should look like. Lisbon has almost 
doubled its population in twenty years 
and the new suburbs with many well-sited 
blocks of multi-storied flats have an open 
sunny appearance. The use of varied 
colours in external renderings, attractive 
mosaic panels, and ubiquitous window 
boxes with a profusion of flowers all con 
tribute to the gaiety of life in the Portu- 
guese capital. 


Visits to building sites, interesting in 
themselves, gave us a good cross section 
of the economic development of the 
country. Education is being rapidly ex- 
panded not only in attractive primary 
schools, but also in the field of higher 
education. As in Madrid so in Lisbon, 
University City seemed to be a focal 
point for intense building activity. Our 
visit to the 38-sq. miles site with its 
fifteen-year programme _ revealed = an 
immense undertaking already one-fifth 
complete, intended to integrate all the 
faculty and administrative buildings of

the University of Lisbon. The inspection 
of several completed and partially com- 
pleted lecture and administrative blocks 
showed that, although the reinforced con- 
crete work was rough, the finishes in 
Portuguese marble and ceramics produced 
an attractive finished article. Discussion 
with the site engineer revealed that on 
this contract only a few firms had been 
invited to tender on specification and 
drawings only. However, the Government 
were prepared to ease the financial com- 
mitments of the successful contractor by 
payments in advance against a bond. 

A most striking building is the new 
eleven-storey National Library, designed 
to accommodate three million volumes at 
a cost of over £lm. It is due for com- 
pletion in two years’ time. The earth- 
quake risk, a factor in Portuguese 
design, has resulted in some massive 
reinforced concrete work with deep 
foundations. A fine lecture hall with an 
80 ft. concrete roof span came in for 
detailed examination, the general opinion 
being that design and research were ahead 
of construction techniques. 


Municipal Enterprises 


Visits were also paid to the recently 
completed underground system with 
eleven stations, and the 1,500-bed Hos- 
pital of Santa Maria costing over £3m. 
Improved standards in milk and food are 
being created by the new milk pasteuri- 
sation plant and the new municipal 
slaughter house, with extensive cold 
storage facilities. These recently com- 
pleted, well-equipped, efficiently run, 
municipal enterprises were most interest- 
ing and instructive to visit. 

Several blocks of flats were in our 
itinerary, but most time was spent at a 
building co-operative venture of ten- 
storey luxury flats in one of the best parts 
of Lisbon where land was very expen- 
sive. Those members of the co-operative 
selected by ballot for the available 90 per 
cent advance had the opportunity to pur- 
chase one of the flats. The block of forty 
flats, costing in total about £4m., provides 
most attractive accommodation with a 
liberal use of marble and hardwood 
joinery. Cool and light with sun balconies 
and underfloor heating for the winter, the 
smallest flat (2,000 sq. ft.) had four bed- 
rooms and two reception rooms and cost 
about £5,500. Amenities included ample 
underground storage and garaging facili- 
ties. 


On the Continent one is inevitably 
shown a building which is, or will be, 
bigger and better than anything so far 
built in Europe. Portugal was no excep- 
tion with its Hotel Ritz which must 
certainly be among the most luxurious in 
the western hemisphere. We were fortu- 
nate in having a technical account of the 
building from the chief engineer and a 
conducted tour by the hotel’s director. 
Recently completed and situated on a 
magnificent three-acre site dominating the 


city, this 300-bedroom hotel consists of 
four lower floors and eleven upper floors. 
Built in reinforced concrete with 10 ft. 
diameter piles 75 ft. deep, the foundations 
required 3,000 cu. yd. of concrete and 
400 tons of steel reinforcement. A con- 
siderable safety margin was allowed 
because of earthquake risk. The super- 
structure required over 11,000 cu. yd. of 
concrete and 1,600 tons of steel. Portu- 
guese marble, Scandinavian granite and 
natural stone have been chosen for use 
externally to keep down maintenance 
costs. The internal finishing with the 


liberal use of marble, mosaic and tiles 


made this an excellent advertisement for 
Portuguese building craftsmanship. 


The hotel took five years to build and 
contracts were let separately for excava- 
tion, foundations, superstructure, and 
specialist services, the total constructional 
cost reaching £2m. A further £lm. was 
spent on the most lavish furniture, 
carpets, murals, and decorations. 

In major contracts it is the practice to 
invite a_ strictly limited number of 
firms to tender, bills of quantities being 
apparently unheard of for tendering 
purposes. As was the case with the Ritz 
Hotel, several contracts may be entered 
into with different firms, e.g. foundations, 
superstructure, etc. The low cost of 
labour—basic rates being about one-third 
of ours—results in only limited mechani- 
sation and women were seen on occasion 
unloading sand by baskets carried on the 
head. Building workers appeared to work 
steadily, the Portuguese being by nature 
a fairly industrious people. 

The National Laboratory of Civil 
Engineering in Lisbon is one of the most 
revealing indications of Portugal’s deter- 
mination to keep abreast of current

scientific and technological development. 
Although Portugal is economically less 
favoured than many other countries on 
the Continent, its civil engineering 
laboratory is a fine example of purposeful 
direction and a lively appreciation of 
modern building and civil engineering 
problems. It was established in 1947 
under the Ministry of Public Works. 

In a brief introduction to the work of 
his laboratory, the director, engineer 
Manuel Rocha, gave a concise review of 
the sixteen different departments, most of 
which we were to visit in a three-hour 
tour. To carry out work for national and 
foreign public and private institutions and 
on its own initiative, the annual cost of 
the laboratory is financed almost equally

(BS 2911: 1960) 


FOLLOWING the publication of BS 2911, 
‘Letter Plates’ (HMSO, price 3s.) in 
November, 1957, it has been found that 
a further problem remained to be solved

This new publica- 
tion specifies a maximum and minimum 
recommended fixing height, and also 
gives general recommendations for over- 
coming some of the more difficult situa- 
tions where a letter plate cannot be fixed 
directly on an entrance door in the 
accepted manner.

(BS 3178: Parts 2B and 3A: 1960) 
SLIDES AND PENDULUM See-Saws are dealt 
with in two parts to BSI’s series of speci- 
fications on Playground equipment for 
parks. Part 2B, price 6s., ‘ Special 
requirements for slides,’ opens by defin- 
ing a slide as ‘a rigid structure com- 
prising a steel framework supporting a 
chute, access to the top of which is pro- 
vided by a flight of metal steps suitably 
guarded.’ A section devoted to materials 
includes requirements for wire mesh, 
steps, bracket pieces and special castings, 
timber and steel sheet. A series of 8 
tables set out the dimensions of support- 
ing framework, steps, chutes, guard rails, 


by fees and public funds. Further exten- 
sions are being planned with subsidies 
from the Gulbenkian Foundation and the 
National Development Plan. 

In quick succession we visited depart- 
ments dealing with problems concerning 
design, construction and maintenance of 
buildings, materials including timber and 
metals, soil mechanics, roads and aero- 
drome construction, acoustic and thermal 
insulation, maritime hydraulics, concrete 
and ceramics. The laboratory is perhaps 
best known for its study of concrete 
dams, wide experience having been gained 
from a study of more than fifty in various 
parts of the world. We saw investiga- 
tions, by the membrane and other 
methods, of some dozen dams to be

erected in Europe, South America and 
Africa. Field tests and observations at 
daily or weekly intervals, during and after 
construction, have provided a mass of 
data on the complex behaviour of dams. 
We were also particularly interested to 
see tests being carried out on models 
constructed from designs of competitive 
tenders recently submitted for a bridge 
over the River Tagus at Lisbon. 

A visit to the library, with its 25,000 
volumes and 450 regular journals, and the 
electronic computer (of English make) 
completed a worthwhile tour. Scholar- 
ships for postgraduate study awarded to 
national and foreign engineers were an 
indication of the laboratory’s work as a 
teaching institution.

Part 3, price 4s., ‘ Special requirements 
for swinging apparatus. Section A: Pen- 
dulum see-saws ’ defines these see-saws as 
consisting of ‘a tubular steel framework 
incorporating one horizontal solid steel 
shaft from which is suspended a plank 
which swings to and fro.’ It specifies the 
quality of materials, and methods of con- 
struction. A table of dimensions sets out 
the requirements for structural safety, 
and limits certain other dimensions with 
the object of preventing the swinging 
plank from injuring children who have 
strayed inside the boundary of the 
apparatus. 


Bitumen Road Emulsion (Anionic) 
(BS 434: 1960) 

THIS is the third revision of the British 
Standard first published in 1931 under 
the title ‘Bitumen road emulsion for 
penetration (grouting and semi-grouting) 
and surface dressing.’ Whereas previously 
only penetration (grouting and semi-grout- 
ing) and surface dressing were specified, 
the new edition, price 7s. 6d., is aligned 
with BS 2542, ‘ Recommendations for the 
use of bitumen emulsion for roads,’ in 
that it covers tack-coating, retreading, 
concrete and soil-cement curing, slip 
coats, pre-mixing and mist-spraying. 

The revision is the ‘ Test for stability 
to mixing with coarse aggregate (aggregate 


mixing test)’ which has been developed 
by the Technical Committee of the Road 
Emulsion Association Ltd. This is 
designed to give a quantitative appraisal 
of the stability of emulsions to mixing 
with aggregates, and is intended to be 
used to differentiate between the labile, 
semi-stable and stable types of emulsions. 
The stable types are confirmed by a 
cement mixing test. 


Draft British Standard Code of 

Practice for Traffic Bearing Struc- 

tures—Pavings (CP 2006: 1960) 
THIS new code of practice (price 30s.) 
represents a guide and takes the form of 
recommendations; it is not a specifica- 
tion, and compliance with it does not 
confer immunity from relevant legal re- 
quirements, including by-laws. CP 2006 is 
divided into five parts which cover design 
and construction of foundations; con- 
crete roads and airfields; surfacings other 
than concrete; footways: cycle tracks, 
and verges; and surface water drainage. 
It includes a comprehensive series of 
tables and figures which provide a ready 
and useful reference to numerous prac- 
tical aspects of paving design and con- 
struction. 

The committee who prepared the code 
included representatives from the govern- 
ment engineering and scientific depart- 
ments, from consulting engineers and 
contractors, and from local authorities. 





The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


Restrictions on Public 
Investment 


THE OPPOSITION’S deep anxiety about the 
recent Government decision to maintain 
capital investment in the public sector 
for the coming year at its present level, 
became quite evident in the vigorous 
attack on Government economic policy 
made by MR. HAROLD WILSON, the 
‘Shadow’ Chancellor, when he launched 
the economic debate in the Commons on 
July 11. 

However, in his reply, briefly reported 
last week, MR. HEATHCOAT AMORY, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, gave the 
rather heartening information that the 
rate of increase in public investment was 
now levelling off and no very drastic cut- 
ting back would be required to hold the 
total for next year. 

The Chancellor said that in the public 
sector, investment over the past few years 
had grown fast. Expenditure rose from 
£1,470m. in 1958-59 to £1,620m. in 1959- 
60 and the latest revised estimate of the 
programme for 1960-61 was £1,730m., 
compared with the figure of £1,675m. 
given in the ‘Economic Survey.’ He had 
been invited by Mr. Wilson to give the 
figures for the different items making up 
the public sector programme. He was 
not able to do that on this occasion but 
when the progf€mme had been officially 
completed and agreed, the Government 
intended to lay it before Parliament. 

MR. DOUGLAS JAY asked if the Chan- 
cellor could say whether each item was to 
be held to the level of the present year or 
only the total, and MR. AMORY replied : 
‘ The total, not each item.’ He went on 
to explain that the Government's aim was 
not to halt expansion but to moderate 
its rate to a safe pace. If, in the result, 
their restraints were to prove excessive 
nothing was easier than to relax them. 

In general the economy was in good 
shape, but there were two grounds for 
anxiety—current export performance was 
still not good enough and there was a 
serious risk that rising money incomes 
might push up costs and prices, thus 
making it still harder to get exports. 

MR. WILSON had contended that the 
recent measures constituted 1955 all over 
again and that it had all happened 
because production increased. The 
Government’s failure to plan the location 
of industry meant that some areas had 
still not tasted prosperity. A 6 per cent 
Bank rate, or even a higher rate, would 
not deal with the excesses in the 
economy; with the speculative gamblings 
in property, or with the anti-social 
profiteering in urban land. 

The Government, he maintained, took 
the view that if one built a vast block 
of offices for property speculators, adver- 
tising agents or company promoters, this 
was a desirable addition to national 
wealth, but if one built a hospital the 
economy was in danger. One could 
build a ‘ pub’ or bowling alley; that was 
sacrosanct. But one more school—that 
was inflation. Under the present Govern- 
ment priorities were all wrong. The 


Opposition called for a new order of 
priorities first as between private and 
public expenditure, and the test must be 
not private profit or the lightening of the 
burdens on those best fitted for bearing 
tax burdens, but on national survival and 
social interest. Second, they called for 
a new order of priorities between private 
consumption and national investment. 

MR. AMORY said no one would like to 
see their rate of national investment still 
higher than it was than he. He did not 
expect that the restraining measures 
which he had taken would have more 
than a marginal effect on industrial 
investment in fixed capital. Taking all 
the measures together, he would judge 
that the effect was more likely to be on 
consumer expenditure and on_ stock- 
holding, than on fixed investment. 

MR. GRIMOND, the Liberal leader, said 
he was not much concerned about the 
height of Government’ expenditure 
because of the need for hospitals, schools 
and roads, but he was concerned that 
expenditure should go into the right 
channels and that was not clear at 
present. The Government should set up 
a body to secure better direction to 
investment in the nationalised industries. 

MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of 
the Board of Trade, replying to the 
debate, said the Opposition exaggerated 
the effect of Bank rate on public sector 
investment. To judge by the evidence 
given by local authorities to the Rad- 
cliffe Committee, the effect of Bank rate 
on their building programmes was rela- 
tively. small. .The movement of short- 
term interest rates was far less important 
in capital investment than long-term 
interest rates movements. 

When they talked about restraint on 
public expenditure, they must have some

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regard to the level at which public invest- 
ment expenditure was being controlled. 
Expenditure on roads and the health ser- 
vices was running at record levels. 


Scotland’s Special Problems 


The long tailpiece to the economic 
debate took the form of two days’ dis- 
cussion on the problems of Scotland. mr. 
HUGH GAITSKELL, Leader of the Opposi 
tion, said there was no sign of a 
fundamental adjustment in Scottish 
employment and industry but only of a 
belated recovery from recession which 
was well behind that of Britain as a 
whole. 

Over these last years, contended Mr. 
Gaitskell, the Government had never 
been tough enough in refusing IDCs in 
the heavily congested areas of England. 
There had been a general absence of 
planning the location of industry over 
the country and this had created grave 
problems in England and in Scotland. 

It was this that in large part was 
responsible for the ghastly spread of sub- 
topia in the Midlands and the South of 
England. It was this that was helping 
to create the problems that should be 
worrying the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, and it was this that 
was indirectly one of the reasons for the 
immense rise in land values. 

‘I am certain that one of the lessons 
of all this,’ said Mr. Gaitskell, ‘is that 
we shall never solve the Scottish prob: 
lem and never solve the English problem 
of congestion in urban areas unless and 
until the Board of Trade accepts its 
responsibility, not just for tinkering with 
the problem, but planning the location of 
industry as a whole.’ 

MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, in a review of 
various industries, said that building and 
contracting showed an improvement last 
year, and in the course of 1960 building 
would expand. The general picture in 
the middle of 1960 was continuation of 
the increasing activity in the latter part 
of 1959. 

They had been making strenuous efforts 
to get industrialists to go to Scotland 
and expand there. They were content 
to be judged by results. The figures 
were: 1959, projects approved 3.9m sq. 
ft., nearly 5,000 jobs; 1959, 6.1m sq. ft., 
more than 7,000 jobs; the first half of 
1960, 4.6m sq. ft., some 13,000 jobs, the 
biggest six month’s record. Out of all 
Government building in development 
districts, over 50 per cent was going on in 
Scotland.

Other Business 


Preserving Industrial Monuments 


LORD JOHN HOPE, replying to a question 
by Mr. Boyden, said: ‘I await with 
interest the outcome of the general survey 
of industrial monuments which the Coun- 
cil for British Archeology plan to carry 
out, starting with a pilot survey in Staf- 
fordshire. In the meantime I am willing 
to consider the use of my powers to pro- 
tect any outstanding examples in this 
field which may be in special danger of 
destruction.’ 


British Museum Extensions 

MR. ERIC FLETCHER asked the Minister 
of Works on July 5 what steps he was 
taking to acquire the site to the south of 
the British Museum extending to New 
Oxford-street, designed to house the new 
National Library which was proposed as 
part of the scheme announced for the 
expansions and rebuilding of the British 
Museum. 

LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘ Negotiations have 
already opened for the purchase of a 
substantial part of the site and, subject 
to the availability of funds, it is hoped to 
complete the purchase of the whole of 
the site in a programme spread over the 
next six or seven years.’ 


Delay on Birmingham-Preston Motorway 


A DELAY in the start of work on the 
Lancashire section of the Birmingham- 
Preston motorway was regretted by MR. 
ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of Transport, 
in a written reply on July 6. He said he 
had expected that work would begin this 
summer. He explained: 

* The Lancashire County Council, as my 
agent authority, invited tenders for two 
contracts for the 26 miles between 
Preston and Warrington. Three firms 


submitted tenders for both contracts and 
a fourth firm for one contract only. 

‘The average cost per mile in the 
lowest tenders proved very much higher 
than for sections of motorway elsewhere. 
The Lancashire County Council are of the 
opinion that this may be mainly due to 
poor soil conditions, to the presence of 
mine workings (both of which would 
necessitate heavier excavation than usual 
and the import of large amounts of fill) 
and to the cost of drainage in an area 
which is largely built up. 

‘The additional cost would, however, 
be so substantial that I have asked for a 
review of the particulars of the contract 
documents which were issued to tenderers 
in order to see whether savings could be 
made without departing from the basic 
specification. The review will be carried 
out, as a matter of urgency, by officers 
of my department, the Road Research 
Laboratory and the County Council. I 
hope that, following this review, I shall be 
able to authorise the Lancashire County 
Council to invite fresh tenders for the 
motorway later in the year.’ 


Bricks and Monopoly Commission 


MR. ROBERT EDWARDS’ asked the 
Minister of Works on July 12 whether his 
attention had been drawn to the acute 
brick shortage, particularly in the West 
Midlands area, which was holding up the 
building of houses; if he was aware of 
the recent decision to increase the price 
of bricks; and, in view of the high degree 
of monopoly in this industry, if he would 
refer the structure of the brick industry 
to the Monopoly Commission for inquiry. 


LORD JOHN HOPE wrote in reply: ‘I 
know that despite a record delivery of 
bricks so far this year demands in some 
parts of the country cannot immediately 
be met. Nevetheless, a very high level 
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of building activity is being maintained. 
I am aware that the prices of some bricks 
have recently been increased. The ques- 
tion of referring the structure of the 
brick industry to the Monopoly Com- 
mission is a matter for the President of 
the Board of Trade.’ 


Publicity for Planning Decisions 

Replying for the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government during the com- 
mittee stage of the Caravan Sites and 
Control of Development Bill, on July 11, 
EARL WALDEGRAVE Said that the Minister 
was considering closely the question of 
more publicity for planning decisions and 
he had it in mind to give further guid- 
ance to local authorities. Mr. Brooke 
had it in mind when the Public Bodies 
(Admission to Meetings) Bill became law 
to issue more advice to local authorities 
about publicity in general. 


Urban Redevelopment 


MR. WADE asked, on July 12, by what 
method the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government proposed to encourage 
the fullest use of land within urban areas 
for development. 


MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘Infilling  re- 
development with increased density, use 
of all available land and the conversion 
of existing properties can all play their 
part. I am preparing a circular to local 
authorities on the planning issues arising.’ 

MR. WADE also asked the Minister what 
steps he proposed to take to ensure that 
the community should derive some part 
of the increased site value of land avail- 
able for development when such increased 
value had been created by the community. 


MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘ This is a very old 
question and has been the subject of 
many bright ideas. None of them has 
worked. I am concentrating my efforts 
on continuously improving the operation 
of planning control.’ 


MR. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the 
Minister how many staff, and in what 
grades, were employed in his recently- 
established Urban Renewal Research 
Unit. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote: ‘A principal planner, a 
senior planning officer, a planning officer 
and an estate officer are at present en- 
gaged part-time on this work. Other 
officers, administrative and professional, 
are associated with them as required.’ 


The Channel Tunnel 


A large number of MPs of all political 
parties have signed a motion recommend- 
ing to the Government that arrangements 
should be made at the earliest opportu- 
nity, in consultation with the Government 
of France, to work out the precise con- 
ditions on which the construction of a 
Channel tunnel could begin. 


LORD CHESHAM, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Transport, said in the 
House of Lords on July 13 that the 
Government were making a close study of 
the Channel Tunnel Study Group’s report 
and would reach a conclusion as soon as 
possible.

Inquiry Bureau 
Right of Support from Adjoining Building 


QUESTION: My _ semi-detached house, 
built some eighty years ago though still in 
first-class condition, relies for permanent 
roof support on beams projecting from 
the adjacent house. If these beams or 
their support is removed my own roof 
will collapse. A developer who has 
recently purchased my neighbour’s house 
intends to demolish it and to shore up 
my property. Am I entitled to permanent 
support or is the new owner committed 
only to providing me with support 
according to his own requirements, in 
this particuular case temporary. 
F. W. L. 

ANSWER: There is no automatic rule that 
one building has a right of support from 
the adjoining building, but such a right 
of support will usually be acquired after 
20 years. The form of construction of 
adjoining buildings may be such as to 
give rise to the assumption that it was 
intended from the very start that each 
should have the right of support from 
the other. In the present case it can be 
assumed that there is a right of support. 

The owner of a building enjoying a 
right of support is not entitled to insist 
upon any particular method. The duty 
of the owner of the servient tenement is 
to refrain from doing anything which 
would interfere with the support, but he 
is at liberty to substitute one method for 
another. Applying these principles to the 
present case, I consider that ‘ F. W. L.’ 
should get expert advice as to whether 
ordinary shoring-up will be sufficient and 
if not, what is required. If this shows 
that something more than ordinary 
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shoring is mecessary, “F. W. L.’ can 
then require the owner of the servient 
tenement to do whatever is necessary. If 
the latter refuses he would have good 
ground for seeking an injunction. 

I have considerable sympathy with the 
point that the house provided permanent 
support whereas the strutting would only 
be temporary; but this is not, in my 
opinion, strictly relevant. It appears to 
be well settled law that the owner of the 
servient tenement is not obliged to carry 
out repairs in order to maintain a right 
of support. The law on the subject was 
explained by Sir Wilfred Greene, Master 
of the Rolls, in Bond v. Nottingham Cor- 
poration (1940), in the following terms: 

‘The nature of the right of support is 
not open to dispute. The owner of the 
servient tenement is under no obligation 
to repair that part of his building which 
provides for his neighbour. He can let it 
fall into decay. If it does so, and sup 
port is removed, the owner of the 
dominant tenement has no cause for 
complaint. On the other hand, the owner 
of the dominant tenement is not bound 
to sit by and watch the gradual deteriora- 
tion of support constituted by his neigh- 
bour’s building. He is entitled to enter 
and take the necessary steps to ensure 
that the support continues by effecting 
repairs, and so forth, to the part of the 
building which gives the support. But 
what the owner of the servient tenement 
is not entitled to do is, by an act of his 
own, to remove the support without pro 
viding an equivalent.’

New Schools for Old 


SPEAKING at Fort William recently, the 
Under-Secretary of State, Scottish Office, 
MR. N. MACPHERSON, Said that in the next 
five years it was intended to invest about 
£65m. in Scotland on the replacement or 
modernisation of old schools and the 
building of new ones. 

Mr. MacPherson, who was formal!y 
opening the new £270,000 Lochaber High 
school, said that since the war £80m. had 
been spent on school buildings in Scot- 
land. Some 400,000 school places had 
been provided and, he added, ‘we are 
not stopping there.’ 

The school, formally accepted on behalf 
of Inverness-shire Education Committee 
by the chairman, is built on a 19-acre site 
about two miles from the old building. 
There is no primary department.
